Court Orders Jerome to Surrender 
the Books of One of Robin’s 
Traction Concerns.

Dr. Louise Robinovitch as well as her 
brother, Joseph G. Robin, spent last night 
in the Tombs. She was indicted in the 
afternoon by the Grand Jury for per- 
jury in connection with the affidavit 
which she made in the civil proceedings 
to declare her brother incompetent to 
manage his affairs, and is now held in 
$3,000 bail to answer to the charge. No 
bail was forthcoming last night, and 
after she had been surrendered by her 
counsel, William Travers Jerome, she 
Was put in Cell 7 on the woman’s side, in 
which Nan Patterson and Hannah Elias 
were locked in their time. 

Robin himself was brought before Judge 
Swann in General Sessions yesterday to 
plead to the eight indictments for grand 
larceny covering a sum of $207,000. Mr. 
Jerome was not present, and in the ab- 
sence of counsel he was coached by the 
Clerk of the Court to enter a plea of 
not guilty. 

Another important point in the case was 
settled by a decision handed down by 
Judge Swann in the matter of the books 
vf the Railway ‘Traction Development 
Company. They had been in the custody 
of Mr. Jerome for some days and were 
sealed by order of the court on Friday till 
it could decide whether the Grand Jury 
had the right to inspect them. Judge 
Swann has now decided that the Grand 
Jury may take them for a reasonable 
period to conduct its investigations.

Dramatic Court Scene. 


' The arrest of Dr. Robinovitch followed 
the examination of her alleged parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Herman Rabinovitch of 
Bushwick Avenue, Williamsburg, by the 
Grand Jury and another dramatic scene 


in the Criminal Court Puilding. A. thira 
member of the Robin family was sub- 
poenaed before the Grand Jury—Edward 
Robinson, an elder brother of Robin, who 
Was at one time insane and has of late 
been living wiih ‘his sister, Dr. Robino- 
vitch, in West 126th Street. 

He was kept waiting in the ante-room 
of the Grand Jury’s chamber, but was 
not actually called in to testify. Just 
as the twenty-three men filed out to go 
downstairs to Judge Swann’s courtrooms 
Mr. and Mrs. Rabinovitch came out with 
them. They caught sight of Robinson 
standing in the corridor, and in a mo- 
ment the aged woman ran toward him 
with a cry of joy. She tried to throw her 
arms around his neck, but he backed 
away and avoided her embraces. 

It seems that of late Robinson has been 
contributing to thee’support of the aged 
pair, and has been going over to: Will- 
iamsburg every week with money for 
them, whatever his brother and sister 
may have been doing. Yesterday, how- 
ever, he declared that he was by no means 
certain that they were indeed his father 
and mother. As the aged woman saw 
him she cried: 

' “That is my son, my dear Edward. I 
would know him any place.”’ 

*Yes,’’ chimed in her old husband, 
“that is our son. I couidn’t mistake him 
among a thousand.’”’ 

Robinson edged away and got into a 
deep conversation with a bystander. He 
would not look at the aged couple, and 
they went away grieving at his repudia- 
tion, To a reporter who asked him what 
he knew of the Rabinovitches, Robinson 
replied: . 

‘It is a mystery. I really don’t know 
what to think. They may be my parents 
or they may not be. But I do know that 
they are vipers. I have known these peo- 
ple for years. We came, over with them 
as youngsters, and] always thought that 
they were my parents. But of late some- 
thing has happened that makes me doubt 
it, We have evidence that there may be 
something in our doubts.’’

AMAZED BY BOY’S DETENTION 


Sending of Young Heape to Elils Is- 
land Causes Anger in Liverpool. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Jan. 9.—Much astonish- 

ment and indignation were expressed 

by members of the Liverpool Cotton 

Exchange to-day at the action of the 

American immigration officers in re- 

fusing to allow Charles Heape, the 

thirteen-year-old son of Frederick 

Heape, a prominent cotton broker and 

a member of the exchange, to land in 

America with his uncle, H. J. Munro. 
A cablegram from New York states 

that in spite of Mr. Munro’s energetic 

protests the Jad was sent to Ellis Isl- 
and to be dealt with by the Immigra- 
tion Board. 

The Cunard Company, on one of the 
ships of which line Mr. Munro and his 
nephew crossed the Atlantic, and Mr. 
Willmer, Mayor of Birkenhead, who is 
Mr. Heape’s partner in the firm of 
Willmer, Stephens & Heape, cabled a 
message of protest to the American 
Secretary of State. 





Charles Heape arrived here in the Ca- 
ronia on Saturday night with his uncle, 
H. J. Munro. It is a holiday trip for the 
lad, while the uncle will attend to busi- 
ness which will take him to many Amer~- 
ican cities. 

Under the immigration regulation which 
forbids the admission to the country of 
a ehild under sixteen years old unaccom- 
valied py either parent, young Heape 


was detained on board the liner all night 
end taken to Ellis Island on Sunday morn- 
ing. The examining Inspector had no 
other course to pursue, and so explained 
tc the uncle. The latter remained on 
buard during the night and -accompanied 
his nephew to Ellis Island. 

A very brief examination. proved that 
Mr. Munro was entitled to the charge of 
the boy and was eompetent to care for 
hiin. Young eape was at once released. 

The regulation forbidding the admis- 
sion of minors without perents was 
passed to enable the immigration officials 
to detain and examine all such children 
in order to daetermine whether they are 
accompanied by proper persons. The law 
hes accomplished much good, but has 
also caused some inconvenience, as in the 
present case. In any case where the im- 
migration authorities are satisfied that 
the minor will be cared for properly the 
investigation has simply been a formality 
rut one carrying with it detention an 
the trip to Ellis Island. 


BIG BROADWAY SALE RUMORED 


Marshall Field & Co. Reported Pur- 
chaser of Plot for Department Store. 








Rumors of two large Broadway deals 
were current yesterday, involving the 
New York Theatre property on the east 
side of Broadway, between Forty-fourth 
and Forty-fifth Streets, and the block 
on the west side, between Thirt-fifth and 
Thirty-sixth Streets, lately acquired by 
a syndicate headed by the Shubert Broth- 
ers. The buyer of the latter plot is said 
to be Marshall Field & Co. of Chicago, for 
improvement with a large department 
store. 

The rumor regarding the sale of the 
New _York. Theatre. plot, which also. in- 
cludes the Criterion Theatre, was posi- 
tively denied by those who have been 


conducting negotiations during the past 
six months. From time to time there 
have been reports of a change of Qwner- 
ship of this property. It was admitted 
by one of the principals yésterday that 
the negotiations for the property were 
practically at the breaking point, due to 
the high price asked, about $4,000,000. 
The theatre plot is assessed at $2,175,000, 
and is owned by a theatrical syndicate, 


1897, when it proved too much of a bur- 
den for Oscar Hammerstein, who built it 
in 1896 and called it the Olympia. At 
that time the New York Life Insurance 
Company held a mortgage of $000,000 
More credence was’attached to the re- 
port that the Shuberts had disposed of 
their big holdings from Thirty-fifth to 
Thirty-sixth Street, which they acquired 
last June from Charles E. Johnson and 
others, taking in nearly the entire block, 
with the exception of the Seventh Avenue 
frontage occupied by the State Arsenal 
and the Park & Tilford plot on the Thir- 
ty-sixth Street corner. The deal at the 
time was said to represent about $6,000,- 
000. Lee Shubert refused to deny or con- 
firm the report of the sale. When the 
Shubert syndicate bought the property it 
was admitted by the buyers that propos- 
als had been made to them to turn the 
property over, either by ‘sale or a long 
lease, for a high-class department store. 
The Shuberts have a lease up to this 
Spring on the old Herald Square Theatre, 
and they stated last June that when the 
lease expired the house would be torn 
down for some high-grade improvement 
covering the entire Broadway frontage. 
The plot controlled by them is 211.5 feet 
on Broadway, 207.1 feet on Thirty-fifth 
Street, and 81.6 on Thirty-sixth Street. 
Statements that Marshall Field & (Co. 
were preparing to open a New York de- 
partment store have been current for the 
last three years, and about a year ago 
it was said that they were negotiating for 
the Metropolitan Opera House block. 
Their name has frequently been associated 
with negotiations of large deals in the 
retail shopping section in the vicinity ot 
Thirty-fourth Street and Broadway.

The other memorandums, Gruber said, 
were transmitted to him in Health De- 
partment envelopes sent through the mail 
or by messenger to his post on the docks 
of the Old Dominion line. 

‘ Following the instructions In the let- 
ter initialed B. C. F.,’’ he said; “I ob- 
tained from a receiver of freight upon the 
dock a crate of muskmelons and another 
of peaches and sent them out as ordered. 
I am sure that by going over my records 
I ean find the express companys re- 
ceipts. I never paid the man who fur- 
nished me the fruit anything for it. He 
recognized it as a regular draft, as I did 
also. I think I remember who furnished 
it, but I would not like to give the name 
without leoking at my records. They will 
prokably tell. I think no one else could 
have paid for the fruit for the reason that 
I was the only person who knew where 
I got it. . 

‘The memorandum mentioning Capt. 
Raynor and Dr. Bensel and the foot of 
West Ninety-seventh Street, was an order 
received the moining a steamship of 
which Cart. Raynor, now Commodore 
Raynor, of the Naval Reserve, was in 
charge, was going out for a trip. I sent 
two crates of fruit to the steamship at 
aer dock pursuant to the memorandum. . 

‘The practice began to involve me soon 
after Dr. Bensel, who was the Superin- 
tendent of the gored / Bureau, began to 
take a vigorous hand in the department's 
control five years ago,’’ said Gruber. 

“My first order was to take crates of 
fruit to an uptown apartment house, and 
this original order was duplicated fre- 
quently for several months. Then the 
business began to branch out, and my 
demands to increase upon the receivers of 
fruit in due proportion. 

‘“T was the Inspector in charge of the 
west side of Manhattan, from Canal Street 
to the Battery, taking in all of the whole- 
sale fruit dealers and the docks where 
their goods are réceived.

In view of the great latitude of his 
watch, naval officials are jubilant over 
his achievement which, they declare, in- 
dicates that an approaching hostile fleet 
could be located by scout ships before it 
could get within striking distance of the 
shores of this country.

BOY ROBBERS CAUGHT 
IN PLUNDER CACHE 


More Than $10,000 In Stolen 
Goods Among the Proceeds of 
Robberies in the Bronx.

In the basement of an apartment house 
at 871 Longwood Avenue, the Bronx, into 
which Acting Capt. Price of the Bronx 
Detective Bureau and four detectives 
broke into last night, the police say they 
found a young man of 27 and four boys 
of ages ranging between 15 and 17, seated 
about a table in the one large room which 
composed the basement while about them, 
on all sides, were piled articles of furni- 
ture, rugs, pictures, bric-a-brac, sliver, 
and cut glass, several motors, a motor 
cycle, 100 bicycles, and a conglomeration 
of other objects, the proceeds, according 
to the police, of the dozens of, robberies 
which have been committed in the Long- 
wood section of the Bronx in the last two 
months.

Swain confessed, the police say, that 
he had got the other boys to visit the 
shop, and that there Shultz had shown 
them how to force open a door without 
making any noise and to enter and leave 
a flat without a sound, the students prac- 
ticing on the door of Shultz’s basement 
room. 

Ross was called in after Swain, and, ac- 
cording to Capt. Price, the wer. corrobor- 
ated Swain’s story so far as it concerned 
himself, and sprang at Shultz as though 
to fight him when the latter denied his 
story, declaring:

SLAIN BY MEXICAN REBELS. 


Officlais and Others Said to Have 
Been Put to Death at Guerrero. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 9.—The first news 
direct from Guerrero, which has been re- 
occupied by the Federals, is that a num- 
ber of Government representatives were 
put to death by the revolutionists, among 
them Chief of Police Espejo and Postmas- 
ter Suarez. Two citizens, Alego and Ale- 
Jandro Maya, and two others whose 
names were not learned, are said to have 
met a similar fate. 

The city is reported to have been de- 
serted by citizens as well as rebels when 
Gen. Navarro arrived. The non-combat- 
ants had been told that Navarro would 
burn the city and kill every one found in 
it, Confidence was gradually restored, 
however, and the citizen refugees are re- 
ported to be returning to their homes, 

Seventy-three rebels, who figured in the 
taking of Batopolis, have surrendered to 
the Federal officers. With the exception 
of four leaders they were released. 


MAY TAKE TRUST’S $700,000. 


Sum Is Deposited in Federal Treasury 
to Settle Sugar Fraud Liabilities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 9.—The American 
Sugar Refining Company has deposited 
$700,000 in cash in the United States 
Treasury to compromise its civil liabilities 
in the sugar drawback frauds at New 
York. Secretary MacVeagh will probably 
formally accept the money to-morrow for 
the Government. Henry A. Wise, District 
Attorney at New York, and attorneys of 
the Department of Justice, have advised 
the Secretary of the Treasury to take it. 


If accepted, it settles the Government's 
civil claims only and does not prejusice 
the right to criminal proceedings. 

James M. Beck and Wickham Smith, as 
attorneys for the sugar company, pre- 
sented a long statement with the offer 
saying the company had been very ready 
to aid the Government in its investiga- 
tions, and that a great number of the 
stockholders upon whom the brunt of a 
civil suit would iall are women. 

The Sugar Company's original offer to 
settle the frauds was $250,000, but Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise declined that. The 
Sugar Company later offered $500,000, and 
its counsel emphatically informed Secre- 
tary MacVeagh that such an offer was 
“the last cent.”’ It was raised to $700,- 
000 later, however, when the Treasury 
refused the offer of half a million, 


LIBERIA SATISFIES FRANCE. 


And the Way Is Now Clear for the 
Conclusion of the American Loan.

Finds Ten Tainted Votes. 


The position taken by the minority re- 
port that there were seven tainted votes 
shown to have been cast for Senator Lor- 
imer is in line with that of Senator Fra- 
zier, who dissented from the sub-com- 


mittee report filed in the case. The Bev- 
eridge report goes further, however. It 
says: 

But these seven votes, which under the 
statute and the precedents are enough to 
invalidate this election, were not all of the 
tainted votes cast in this putrid transac- 
tion. The testimony shows that at least 
three additional] votes were cast—those of 
Clark, Shephard ana Luke. 


The report says that Shephard and 
Clark did not confess and Luke could not, 
because he died before the investigation, 
but that the evidence ‘‘ convicts them of 
having shared the plunder at the same 
times and places, from the same hands 
and for the same consideration as their 
fellow-members who repeatedky testified 
to having received it and who were after- 
ward shown to be in possession of it.’’ 

Regardless of whether Shephard got any 
money for ;his vote, Senator Beveridge 
contends that he was bribed to vote for 
Lorimer by the promises of influence con- 
cerning a Postmastership. 

Senator Beveridge discussed at great 
length the statutes on the subject of 
election frauds and said they upheld his 
contention that Mr. Lorimer must have 
received 102 ‘‘ untained ’’ votes in order to 
be elected. As his total vote was 108 
the seven votes which many people agree 
werc tainted, were sufficient, Senator Bev- 
eridge held, to invalidate the election. De- 
ducting the ten votes which he believed 
were tainted, the vote of Mr. Lorimer 
would be reduced to 95, or four less than a 
majority. 

Mr. Beveridge holds that if only one 
case of bribery be clearly established it 
‘‘makes the whole election foul.” 

“We cannot consider the personal for- 
tunes or even the feelings of a candi- 
date. The candidate is not on trial. The 
election is on trial. The candidate is 
nothing, except as the representative of 
the people.’’ 

Mr. Beveridge urged the overthrow of 
unsound precedents and the establishment 
of the standard ‘‘ that one act of bribery 
makes an election foul.’’ 

The minority report also argued that 
only a majority vote in the circumstances 
of the Lorimer case would be necessary 
to declare the seat vacant. At the same 
time Mr. Beveridge declares that the 
evidence in the case requires the Senate to 
consider whether Mr. Lorimer was in- 
formed of what was going On in his be- 
half. If it was shown that Mr. Lorimer 
possessed such information, Mr. Beveridge 
argued, that the Senate should vote to 
expel, which would require a two-thirds 
vote. It was here in discussing Mr. 
Lorimer’s connection with the election 
that Mr. Beveridge pointed out that he 
was “a seasoned politician” and that 
he was ‘‘on the ground during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature."”” Mr. Lorimer is 
declared to heve been the ‘‘intimate’’ of 
Lee O'Neill Browne, the minority leader, 
who was charged with having been one 
of the principal bribe givers. It is stated 
that Browne and Lorimer worked to- 
gether for at least ten days or two 
weeks, corralling votes. Mr. Beveridg 
says ‘‘that if we believe that anybody 
was bribed, the testimony shows that it 
was during those fateful ten days or two 
weeks that the bribery was arranged.’ 

Even if the corruption fund came from 
sources ‘‘ higher up ’’ Mr. Lorimer, in law, 
must be held, Senator Beveridge holds, to 
have knowledge of these transactions in 
his behalf. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
document, Mr. Batley said it was not a 
report.

Senator Ovwen’s Speech. 


Senator Owen in his delayed speech

Browne and Wilson, because of the testi- 
mony of others that they had handled the 
alleged corruption fund; the late Represen- 
tative Charles S. Luke, because of his pres- 
ence in St. Louis at the time the corruption 
fund was said to have been distributed and 
the fact that he was known to have re- 
ceived an uvuausual sum of money at about 
that time for which his wife was unable to 
account: Representative Joseph B. Clark, 
who was also at St. Louis at about the 
same time and because of conversations 
with others about the alleged corruption 
fund; and Representative Henry A. Shep- 
pard; and who is said to have agreed to 
vote for Mr. Lorimer because of the latter’s 
promise to prevent the appointments of 
= men as Postmaster at Jerseyville, 
The testimony of these men and that of 

others in relation to the irregular conduct 
was analyzed by Mr. Owen at great 
length, and he said that in his opinion 
the record of bribery and corruption set 
forth by him could not be broken down 
“on the theory that the men who re- 
ceived the bribes were unworthy of be- 
lief on their confessions and their testl- 
mony against the bribegivers was un- 
worthy of credit.”” He contended that 
the tissue of substantial and circumstan- 
tial evidence surrounding the case made 
it impossible to resist the belief that the 
confessions were substantially true. 

At the close of his speech and in pre- 
senting his resolution declaring the elec- 
tion of Mr. Lorimer to have been illegal 
and void, Mr. Owen said: 

‘**I believe that there was wholesale 
corruption and bribery used in procuring 
the election of Mr. Lorimer, and that it 
has been abundantly proved, and that the 
effort to break down the corroborating 
mass of interwoven evidence above cited 
by rebuttal has failed. 

**T believe if Mr. Lorimer should retain 
his seat under these painful circum- 
stances it would lower the United States 
Senate in the esteem of the American 
people. I believe the time has come when 
the American people will approve stern 
measures in dealing with bribery and with 
corrupt conduct in public affars, and I 
think it better for all the people that there 
should be an end made to the election of 
Senators by the sinister commercial forces 
of the Republic.”’ 


SUPREME COURT CIRCUITS. 


Reassignment of Justices Announced 
by Chief Justice White. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Chief Justice 


White to-day announced the reassignment 
of members of the Supreme Court of the 
United States to the various circuits. 

By this assignment Chief Justice White 
takes the Fourth Circuit, including Mary- 
land, West Virginia, Virginia, North Car- 
Olina, and South Carolina; Justice Harlan 
the Sixth Circuit, including Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Kentucky, and Tennessee: Justice 
McKenna the Ninth Circuit, consisting of 
the Pacific Coast States: Justice Holmes 
the First Circuit, including Maine, New 
Iiampshire, Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island; Justice Day the Seventh Circuit, 
including Indiana, Illinois, and Wiscon- 
sin; Justice Lurton the Third Circuit, in- 
cluding New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Delaware; Justice Hughes the Second Cir- 
cuit, including Vermont, Connecticut, and 
New York; Justice Van Devanter the 
Eighth Circuit, including Minnesota, Iowa, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Nebraska, Colorado, 
Kansas, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Wyoming, Utah, and New 
Mexico, and Justice Lamar the Fifth Cir- 
cuit, including Georgia, FYorida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas.

REFERRED TO OWN DECISIONS 





McReynolds Says Interference with 
‘Free Flow of Trade Was Meant—De- 
fense’s Argument Proceeds To-day. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Where to draw 
the line between legal and illegal restraint 
of inter-State commerce was the burden 
of a rapid fire of questions to-day in the 
reargument before the Supreme Court of 
the United States of the dissolution suit 
against the American Tobacco corpora- 
tions. Before they could be answered 
another fusillade of questions concerning 
what the Sherman anti-trust law meant 
by ‘“‘monopolizing’’ of trade had opened. 

*“‘Generalities are very good,’ said Jua- 
tice Day to J. C. McReynolds, one of the 
attorneys for the United States, ‘‘ but it 
seems to me that the Government ought 
to have an explanation now of what the 
law means by ‘ monopolizing.’ ’”’ 

Mr. McReynolds had just resumed his 
argument, when Justice Holmes asked: 

‘Do you think that to buy out a man 
and make a covenant with him that he 


will not engage in the same business in 
a certain time is unlawful?’’ 

Mr. McReynolds said that the Supreme 
Court had decided that control of a major 
part of business was sufficient for the 
courts to act and that the business of 
the tobacco corporations came within the 
line of decisions laying down that rule. 

Justice McKenna suggested that the 


court In arriving at a decision must have 
a basis on which to work. 

“If I may say so, I belleve,” said Mr. 
McReynolds, *‘ that the court will make a 
great mistake if it attempts to decide in 
this case all that the Sherman anti-trust 
law means. There is a borderland out 
yonder into which it is not necessary 
to go.” 

Chief Justice White suggested that 
where there was a borderland there was a 
border. 

** Where is it?’’ inquired the Chief Jus- 
tice. ‘‘ What is your theory of the law, 
I ask you, and you respond that your 
theory is that we have decided this case 
in your favor.” 

Mr. McReynolds said if the court want- 
ed his theory, notwithstanding the theory 
of the court, he would give it. It was 
that the law intended to prevent interfer- 
ence with the free flow of competition in 
commerce between the States and that 
any combination that was sufficient to 
interfere with the free flow was within 
the Sherman anti-trust law. He ex- 
plained that he had in mind a material 
and direct obstruction of commerce. 

“Do you maintain that it takes 51 per 
cent. of a trade to effect a material ob- 
struction? ’’ inquired Justice Day. 

‘Your Honors have held that 51 per 
cent. was sufficient to come within the 
law,’ was the response. ‘‘If a combina- 
“fion of less is held by this court to pe 
sufficient, that is better. I do not believe 
that obstruction by two little fellows is 
sufficient.’’ 

Justice Lurton wanted to know if he 
considered that ‘“‘ unreasonable ’’ restraint 
was meant by the statute. Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds replied that he did not: that 
‘“*material and direct’’ restraint rather 
than ‘‘ unreasonable’ was meant. 

In reply to the Chief Justice, Mc. Mc- 
Reynolds said that he considered the law 
distinguished between restraint of trade 
by an individual with millions in his 
pockets and restraint by a combination of 
individuals using an incorporate form, 
and concluded by stating that “if you 
want size as a basis, we have it here; if 
you want intent, we have intent to re- 
strain: whatever you want, we have 1B. 
essential elements in this case.’’ 

After Mr. McReynolds concluded, De 
Lancey Nicoll opened for the defendants. 
He said he would try to show that the 
dark and sombre colors in which Mr. Mc- 
Revnolds had painted the defendants were 
not true to life. No increase in prices to 
the consumer had occurred since the or- 
ganization of the corporations, he saic: 
but prices of leaf tobacco had nearly dou- 
bled. The lower court had announced, he 
added, that the record was remarkably 
free from instances of coercion and op- 
pression. 

The arguments will be continued to-mor- 
row and the next day. 


DAVIS ELKINS TAKES SEAT. 


Senate Warmly Welcomes Son of 
Late West Virginia Senator. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. — To-day, four 
days after Senator Elkins died, Davis Fi- 
kins, his oldest son, took the oath as his 
father’s successor. He was escorted to 
the Chair aud presented to the Vice Presi- 
dent by Senator Scott, his father’s col- 
league for six years. After he was sworn 
in he was warmly greeted by Senators of 
both parties. Though the immediate suc. 
cession of a son to his father’s seat has 
happened several times in the House, no 
one can recall a similar instance in the 
Senate. 

The credentials from the Governor of 
West Virginia were rushed to Washing- 
ton by special messenger, so that Mr. K]- 
kins could take his seat before the State 
Legislature, which will select his suc- 
cessor for the remainder of the term, con- 
venes to-morrow. Though the Legislature 
will elect a Democrat to succeed him, Mr. 
Elkins is expected to make a strong race 
for election for the long term in the cam- 
paign of 1912, when, if he had lived, his 
father would have been a candidate to 
succeed himself. 

The two most prominent Democratic 
candidates for the seat, John T. McGraw 
and W. E, Chilton, are both closely allied 
with the old alignments dating back to 
the days when Davis Elkins’s grand- 
father, Henry Gassaway Davis, was in 
the Senate, and it is not unlikely that one 
will drop out to throw his strength to the 
other, thus insuring his election. Mr. Da- 
vis is a Democrat, so that the influence 
of the Elkins family will still .be strong 
should either Mr. Chilton or McGraw be 
elected.

A TRIUMPH FOR CANNON. 


Speaker Sustained cn Ruling 
Which He Had Been Rebuked. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Speaker Can- 


non had his hour of triumph in the House 
to-day. ‘Badly battered in the three- 
days’ storm that swept the House last 
March and tore from him much of the 
power that had been his, the Speaker 
“came back’’ in a way that brought a 
grim smile of satisfaction to his rugged 
countenance. He was sustained by an 
overwhelming majority on a ruling which 
was identical with the one he made last 
March, when the House angrily overruled 


his decision by a combination of in- 
Surgent Republicans and Democrats. To- 
day, on the eve of their return to power, 
the Democrats voted almost solidly to 
SsuStain the ruling of the chair. The in- 
surgents—twenty-seven of them—stood by 
their guns and fought the Speaker. But, 
robbed of Democratic support, their battle 
was lost from the start. 

When Champ Clark of Missouri. slated 
to succeed Cannon as Speaker, voted to 
sustain the chair, the Republicans broke 
into storms of applause. 

The question at issue was whether or 

not a proposed amendment to the rules, 
offered from the floor, constituted a ques- 
tion of high constitutional privilege, that 
the storm broke. It was -precisely this 
question that called out the “ revolution ”’ 
of last March, when Representative Nor- 
ris of Nebraska offered an amendment 
to the rules, poviding for a rules commit- 
tee of fifteen members, to be elected by 
the House, instead of three members ap- 
pointed by the Speaker. 
_ Speaker Cannon ruled the Norris resolu- 
tion out, of order. To-day Representative 
Fuller of Illinois offered a_ resolution 
amending the rule relating to the dis- 
charge of committees from the considera- 
tion of bills. It was purely technical. A 
point of order was raised against it, and 
the Speaker, declaring he would ignore 
the precedent set by the House last 
March, when it overruled his ruling in 
the Norris case, held that the Fuller 
resclution was not privileged.

REVISED SUBSIDY BILL. 


New Gallinger Measure to Build Up 
Trading Fleet to South America. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Senator Gall- 
inger to-day introduced a revised ocean 
mail subsidy bill which is intended to 
meet conditions with the Panama Canal 
open. It elminates from present consid- 
eration all trans-Pacific lines and applies 
enly to the establishment of ocean mail 
services en routes to South America, 
south of the Equator—that is to Brazil, 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, and Peru. 


As in other bills presented, it s pro- 
pused that the Postmaser General shall 
be auhorzed to pay for ocean mail service 
on vessels of the second class on South 
American routes the same rate per mile 
($4) as is now paid for service on vessels 
of. the first class between the United 
States and European ports. 

A provision which is new in subsidy 
bills, forbids the reward of any contract 
for an ocean mail line to any bidder en- 
gaged in competitive transportation by 
rail or in the business of exporting or 
importing merchandise. The postmaster 
general is directed to cancel any con- 
tract, the performance of which shall 
‘‘rest within the control of any competi- 
tive railroad company, or any person or 
persons in control of the same through 
stock ownership or otherwise.” As well 
as any contracts held by any person who 
gives undue preference or advantage to 
any particular person, corporation or lo- 
ecality or any particular description of 
traffic. 

The total expenditure {in any one year 
under the bill is not to exceed $4,000,000 
and shall not in any case exceed the 
amount of revenue received from the for- 
eign mail service over and above the 
amount otherwise paid for such service. 

The framers of the bill say it is likely 
to create at least two lines from the At- 
lantic Coast to Brazil and Argentine, and 
a line from Puget Sound and San Fran- 
cisco to Panama and the west coast of 
South America. 

These new services would require the 
construction of from twenty to thirty 
steamships capable of a speed of at least 
16 knots an hour, and with a gross ton- 
nage of from 8,000 to 12,000 tons, built 
on designs approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment. Under the terms of the contracts 
the ships would have to be turned over to 
the use of the Government in times of 
war.

GO SLOWER ON DRY DOCK. 


Need for Haste Lessened by Delay 
on Battleship Plans.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Secretary 
of the Navy has decided that with the 
prospect of work on the new battleship 
New York being delayed, the need for 
haste in completing Dry Dock No, 4 in 
the New York Yard is diminished. He 
therefore has reduced to $550,000 his esti- 
mate that $1,100,000 more should be pro- 
vided by Congress this session for that 
work. 

The intention of the Navy Department 
to close the navy yard at New Orleans 
was disclosed to-day in a request to Con- 
gress for an additional appropriation for 
improvements at that yard. A part of the 
$378,000 desired is stated to be to remove 
the floating dry dock at New Orleans to 
Guantanamo, where a large naval base is 
to be developed.

CARMODY DISMISSES TRAIN. 


Will Handle Queens Graft Investiga- 
tion from His Own Office. 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—Carrying out the 
policy recommended by Gov. Dix of hav- 
ing the deputies in his office look after 
all the legal business of the State, At- 
torney eGneral Carmody to-night an- 
nounced that he had revoked all assign- 
ments of special counsel, made prior to 
the first of the year.

In deciding that Mr. Jerome, as Robin's 
counsel, has no right to refuse to give up 
the books of the Railway Traction Con- 
struction Company to the Grand Jury, 
Judge Swann recited the fact that Mr.

From the examination of these books 
many ramifications of the Robin activi- 
ties are expected to be disclosed, For in- 
stance, in the prolonged fight over the 
granting of a franchise to the South Shore 
Traction Company, to which the Public 
Service Commission, with the exception of 
Commissioner McCarroll, objected, and 
which was supported by the Board of Es- 
timate, with the exception of Borough 
President Bird S. Coler, it is believed that 
Robin was held up by certain politicians.

Still declaring her innocence of the 
murder of her daughter, Mrs. Caroline B. 
Martin, before Judge Jay Ten iyck yes- 
terday in the Essex County Court House, 
Newark, retracted her former plea of not 
guilty, and made a plea of non vult to 
manslaughter. Thus came the climax to 
her trial for the murder of Ocey Snead. 
Nothing more sensational has occurred 
Since the finding of the dead body of 
Ocey W. M. Snead in a bathtub in a fur- 
nished house in East Orange, N. J., on 
Nov. 29, 1909, which resulted in the arrest 
of Mrs. Caroline B. Martin, Mrs. Mary 
Snead, and Miss Virginia O. Wardlaw. 

On the arm of Constable: William 
Manus Mrs. Martin was browght into the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer when the 
trial was on. As soon as Judge Ten Eyck 
took his place on the bench Mrs. Mar- 
tin’s counsel, Samuel Kalish, arose and 
said: 

“Avter many conferences with the

court and the prosecuting officials in 
this case, we have advised Mrs. Martin 
that she withdraw her plea of not guilty 
to murder and enter a plea of involuntary 
manslaughter, We understand that this 
plea will be aeceptable to the prosecutor.”

‘“* Since counsel for the defense has in- 
dicated to me that the defendant in this

Mrs, Martin interrupted and excitedly 
said: “I never did anything to my daugh- 
ter. What is manslaughier—the slaughter 
of such a lovely eirl as mv daughter? ’”’ 

“*This is mot the time for you to talk. 
Mrs. Martin,’ ’admonished the court, and 
the prisoner, who had partly arisen, sat 
down, nervously twitching her hands, 

Mr. Kalish explained to the court that 
the purpose of entering the plea was in 
the way it was offered by him was to 
convey the idea that Mrs. Martin did not 
in any way admit her guilt, and that her 
connection with the case did not imply 
moral turpitude on her part. 

Prosecutor Mott, with the indictment 
eharging her with murder of Ocey W. M.

Such creatures as 
you men of New Jérsey I have never seen 
since God made man, I don’t know what 
to do. I would rather go to the electric 
chair a thousand times and get rid of this 
horrible hypocrisy.”

The judge then left the bench 
for a moment and when he returnd Prose- 
cutor Mott asked him when the case 
would be disposed of. 

‘T eannot say at this time,”’ said Judge 
Ten Eyck. ‘I will now remand the pris- 
oner to jail for sentence, but | cannot fix 
the date when it will be imposed.’”’ 

Mrs. Martin asked her counsel, Frank 
H. Sommer, who sat at her side, if she 
was free to go home. The lawyer re- 
plied in the affirmative, but Constable 
McManus took her in charge. She was 
then taken to the Sheriff's office, where 
sh joined her sister, Mrs. Mary Snead, to 
whom she protested her innocence. 

I thought that Mrs. Martin will not 
receive a State prison sentence, but will 
probably be sent to some institution 
where she will receive care and medical 
treatment. The“indictment against Mrs. 
Snead, who was jointly charged with Mrs. 
Martin, will be nolle prossed. 

Miss Virginia O. Wardlaw, who was in 
the house when Ocey Snead was found 
dead. was the first of the three sisters to 
be arrested, died in the House of Deten- 
tion on Aug. 11 last. Jail Physician Roth 
ascribed her death to starvation. For 
more than two weeks she refused to eat.

The Superintendent ust make an in-

If default shall be made in the payment 
of any debt or liability oontracted by any 
such co@poration the stockholders thereof 
shall be individually responsible equally 
and ratably for the then existing debts of 
the corporation, but no stockholders shall 
be Mable for the debts of a corporation to 
an amount exceeding the par value of the 
respective shares of stock by him held in 
such corporation at the time of such de- 
fault. 

John B. Stanchfield, a Director in the 
Carnegie Trust Company, called on Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman yesterday and 
asked if any criminal proceedings were 
at present contemplated against the trust 
company or its Directors. Mr. Whitman 
replied that so far no criminal complaint 
had been made to him, and he had heard 
of no formal. charges. 

While the Carnegie Trust was official 
depositary for the funds of bankrupt es- 
tates, it is learned that they will be in no 
way preferred above other depositors. It 
was Judge Hough of the United States 
District Court who designated the trust 
company as a depositary in May, 1907, on 
the representation of ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, who was then 
President of the Carnegie. 

Many bankers were disposed yesterday 
to ask why it was the State Banking De- 
partment, to which the conditions which 
finally led to the suspension of the Car-, 
negie Trust should have been known a 
long time ago through the department’s 
examinations, should have allowed the in- 
stitution to continue in business instead 
of closing {t when the tnsatisfactory con- 
ditions in its affairs were first brought to 
the ae of the Banking Depart- 
ment. 

This was a point upon which no atate- 
ment could be had from the Banking De- 
partment, which is following the policy of 
confining itself to the formal statement of 
Saturday until it is in a position to make 
the full statement of the trust company’s 
condition which is required to be made 
under the banking law. This it will take

RICHES BRING LAWSUIT. 


Trustees Wish to Know What to Do 
with Unwietdy Proctor Holdings. 


An embarrassment of riches has led the 


three trustees named by the late William 
FF. Proctor, former Pregident of the Singer 
Manufacturing Company, to administer 
e 2,678 shares of the company’s stock 
he sent aside for his daughter, Ada Olive 
Van Heusen, to bring an action in the 
Supreme Court for the construction of 
that part of the will. 

Upon Mr. Proctor’s death, in 1902, the 
stock was worth $245.a share, and the 
trustees further explain that the com- 
pany, finding itself last June in posses- 
sion of ,000,000 in undivided earnings, 
increased the capital stock to $60,000.c0U 
and issued a stock dividend of 100 per 
cent. Even so, they say, the stock is now 
worth $280 a share. William Ross troc- 
tor, Charles E. Proctor, and William G. 
Verplanck, as the’trustees, want to know 
what to do about it. Mrs. Van Heusen 
thinks the dividend should be turned over 
to her directly, believing that this wouid 
have been her father’s wish.

CHINESE FAMINE HORRORS. 


Victims, Unable to Obtain Ald Else- 
where, Go Home to Die. 
SHANGHAI, Deo. 18.—The latest re- 
ports confirm earjier advices of the suf- 
fering from famine in a district in the 
northern part of the Province of An-Hul, 
north and east of the Hwai and Kwo 
Rivers, about 7,000 square miles in extent, 
and containing a population of approxi- 
mately 2,500,000. The famine was caused 
by the destruction of Autumn crops 
through floods resulting from the heay- 
lest Simmer rainfall on record. 
Thousands of refugees haveg left the 
district, but many of these. unsuccessful 


in obtaining- support elsewhere, are al- 
ready returning, preferring to die in their 
native place. It is estimated that 1,000,000 
persons, hard-working farmers, will be 
dependent upon charity for their existence 
until the Spring crops, 

Robber bands as early as September, 
desperate at the prospect of starvation, 
and some of them well armed, traveled 
through the country, pillaging, terrorizing, 
and killing. Serious trouble was avoided 
only by the bringing in of troops over the 
new railroad and by many executions of 
robbers in the yamens. 

Twenty-three inches of rain, it is re- 
ported, fell in twenty-four hours at one 
time of the raimy season, and the result- 
ant floods swept away hundreds of vil- 
lages.- Thousands of persons are reported 
to have been drowned. A railroad bridge 
is said to have been choked up with bodies 
and débris. The highest places, untouched 
in ordinary floods, wete from one to three 
feet under water. 

The people have been left so poor that 
they are able to plant only one-thfrd or 
one-half of the usual dwount of wheat. 
It will thus take several years for the re- 

ion to recover. It is expected that the 

overnment will send relief.. The people 
and the gentry are also desirous of for- 
eign aid, and Chirfese and foreign relief 
committees have been organized.

STATE LAWS “UPSIDE DOWN” 





Chance of Matrimonial Mistakes 


Should Be Minimized, with Quick 
Relief if Needed Laten 





Declaring that the present laws of New 
York State governing marriage and di- 
vorce are “upside down ‘in principle,’’ 
City Magistrate. Alfred E. Omen, before 
the New York Society of Medical Juris- 
prudence last night advocated a radical 
change in th elaws, by which the laws of 
marriage should be made much stricter 
and more prohibitive and those of divorce 
be made easier and freeer. 

The present marriage law of the State, 
he characterized as a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion, in that it quite fails to specify any 
restriction as to the physical, mental, and 
moral state of the parties to the marriage 
contract, with the result, he said, that 
the prisons, sanitariums and asylums are 
crowded with living examples of the per- 
nicious workings of the law. 

‘The Church and our present law place 


no restriction as to who shall be married,” 
he said. ‘‘ The vilest creature, the’ habit- 
ual drunkard, the man or woman afflicted 
with tuberculosis or with communicable 
disease, the person, who is mentally incor- 
rect, can freely and without hindrance 
enter into the married state. Our peni- 
tentiaries, hospitals, and asylums are 
crowded with people who have inherited 
many of the difficulties from which they 
now suffer. Is it not time to call a’ halt? 

Judge Ommen then outlined the change 
he favored in the marriage law of the 
State, He urged legislation providing for 
the publication of intent to marry eight 
days before the date of marriage, during 
which ‘any one who objeated to the mar- 
riage and could show just grounds of im- 
pediment to such marriage might do so. 
These grounds were to be habitual drunk- 
enness of either party to the proposed 
marriage, tuberculosis, or any mental or 
communicable physical disease. Upon fil- 
ing of such objections the Supreme Court 
should have opportunity to pass upon the 
truth or falsity of thé“charges, and, if it 
found them true, should be empowered to 
prevent the marriage. The legislatjon, 
Judge OQmmen said, would be Constitu- 
tional and would provide a salutary de- 
lay, preventing asty marriages and 
elopements, with the disastrous conse- 
quences too frequently resulting from 
them, 

He himself, he said, was in favor of a 
still more drastic procedure, by which 
each party to a marriage should be 
obliged first to furnish to the clerk is- 
suing the marriage license a certificate 
signed by a competent physician and set- 
ting forth that.each party has, after a 
due medical examination, been found free 
of mental or communicable physica] taint. 

In the matter of New York State di- 
vorce laws, too, he dechkared, ‘‘ more so- 
clology and less theology is needed.”’ To 
the one statutory ground for divorce in 
this-State, Maryland, and the District of 
Columbia, he urged, there should be add- 
ed as grounds of divorce: cruelty and in- 
human treatment, desertion, and habit- 
ual drunkenness.

William Lake, mining engineer from the 
West, certainly wasn’t, even after he had 
been warned by a trying-to-go-straight 
boarding house crook that the men who 
had lured poor innocent Doris Moore to 
the wicked city were waiting to black- 
mail him. He stopped long enough, to 
be sure, to put a six-shooter under his 
coat, but it was hardly even necessary 
for him to draw it. 

For: wasn’t Harry Leland, the chief 
conspirator, about the most cowardly sort 
of a dare-devil Desmond that ever came 
across the footlights? He was. And he 
and ‘‘ Pop ”’ Clark, his sanctimonious look- 
ing pal, were the easiest sort of prey for 
the brave man from the West, which fact 
brought the play to its real climax at the 
end of the second act. 

But for good measure’s sake there were 
two more, which, if they didn’t carry the 
criginal badger story very much further 
than it had already gone, helped to dis- 
pose of the other characters, including a 
want-to-go-straight hold-up man from the 
West who was too interesting to be left 
sut of so much of it, and the ftnnocent 
young Doris, for whom the millionaire 
mining hero was simply pining from the 
moment that he saw ner. 

Incidentally Leland got a bullet for 
trying to have the Western hold-up man 
put away, and the Inspector of Police 
was quite willing to believe that it was 
suicide rather than embarress his good 
friend. Moreover the want-to-go-straight 
pair were booked for a trip to Algiers by 
the very next steamer, which naturally 
looked good to them after all the excite- 
ment. Moreover it meant steady jobs and 
a chance to reform, for which they were 
both mighty anxious. 

Before this desirable turn in the affairs 
had happened poor Doris had had her 
troubles, being a proud beauty who had 
run away from home to marry the crook 
thinking he was an honest man, and 
eventually being employed by him in his 
blackmailing scheme. But would she 
have any of it, when she found out the 
real intentions? Not a bit, you may be 
sure. And didn’t she scream like a wild 
cat when they tried to take away the 
money that the heroic Westerner had left 
iying in her hat just to prove to him- 
self that she was an honest girl. Honest? 
Indeed she was. Which of course made it 
all right for the hero’s love story before 
the final curtain fell, 

The fact of the mater about this new 
‘‘crook’’ play by the Messrs. Mizner and 
Armstrong is that it. no doubt contains 
enough of the fictitious sort of laughs 
and thrills to satisfy the sort of auditor 
who wants easy-going amusements, There 
is never enough illusion to create any 
tensity of feeling, and the humor, when 
there {s humor, is eminently superficial 
and of easy grasp. As plays of its kind 
go, it is something poorer than the best 
and better than the worst. ‘‘ Alias Jimmy 
Valentine,’ for instance, is a classic as 
compared to it. And yet to many it will 
seem better than it is, for which thanks 
are due to several exceptionally talented 
actors, who for once reverse the dictum 
that ‘‘ the play’s the thing.’’ In this case 
the decidedly clever acting of Mr. Rich- 
ard Bennett, Mr. Emmett Corrigan, and 
Miss Ada Dwyer is responsible for the 
larger share of interest created. And 
there are several others who, to a greater 
or less degree, help in the general effect. 
Mr. Bennett continues to grow. ‘In this 
piece, with material that is by no means 
so.200d as he deserves, he captivates and 
holds attentoon every moment he is on 
the stage. He is one of the few Ameri- 
can leading men who, with a charming 
natural personality, does not depend upon 
it for all of his results. He knows how 
to build up a character, and his Western 
mining engineer is a distinct type, with 
nothine of the familiar mock heroic about 
him, but marked from the start as a man

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of courage and strength. Just as his 
scenes with the ‘‘ badgers ’”’ have the sug- 
gestion fine, genuine manhood, so his 
seenes with his mother and his sister 
have the ring of real sincerity.

It was followed vod Georges Emnesco's 
‘‘dixtuor,’”’ the music itself being less 
appalling than the word devised to indi- 
cate a composition for ten instruments, 
to which composers have hitherto avoided 
giving a special designation. Mr. Enesco 
is the young Roumanian. whose music 
happens to have came to public notice 
twice before this season for the first time.

‘“‘ A4ixtuor’’ {s far from having ‘the impor- 
tance of the orchestral suite recently 
played here, but it is interesting as in- 
creasing acquaintance with a musician 
who has something of his own to Say. 

As for Rossini’s quartet for flute, clar- 
inet, horn, and bassoon, an air with varia- 
tions, it is an amusing jeu d’esprit; each 
instrument has its turn at varying the 
air in phrases and passages that are un- 
mistakably the product of the composer 
of ‘‘Semiramide’’ and “The Barber of 
Seville.””

U. S. Court of Appeals Reverses 
the Decision of Lower Court 
Against Auto Makers. 








PATENT AN 





Judge Noyes Holds That the Patentee 
Followed an Idea Developed from 


the Brayden Engine. 





The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals handed down a decision yesterday 


, reversing a decision returned by United 


States Judge Hovgh on Sept. 15, 1909, and 
overthrowing the suit brought by the 
holders of the famous Selden automobile 
patent against C. A. Dueer & Co., the 
Ford Motor Company, the O. J. Gude 


Company, Panhard & Levassor, the So-! 


clété Anonyme des Anciens, Andrew Mas- 
serbal, John Wanamaker, and others con- 
cerned in the automobile industry, which 
sought to enforce a claim of infringement 
against all the defendants. 

The patent was obtained on Noy. 65, 
1895, by George B. Selden, for an im- 
proved road engine, and has but a little 
time to.run. The claim that the types of 
motor engines in which the various do- 
fendants were Interested were infringe- 


, ments of the patent was strenuously con- 


tested at all stages of the litigation. 

The decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals was written by Judge 
Noyes. It describes as the feature of the 
Selden automobile patent the engine, in- 
asmuch as the cariage element was an- 
clent, and the drive element dated back 
at least as far as 1879. Gas engines also 
were old then, according to the court, and 
liquid hydrocarbon engines, both of che 
compression and non-compression type, 
were no novelties. Practically speakin 
there were two types of gas Soatne aon 
in use, the so-called Brayton constant- 
pressure engine and the Otto engine. Sel- 
den chose the former on which to apply 
the ideas that constituted his patent; later 
the Otto engine came in and superseded 
she + Pa A engine. 

uage Noyes declares that if Selden ha 
based his patent on the Otto engine - 
would have obtained a grant that covered 
the modern automobile, but as he did not, 
the claim of the plaintiffs must fail. 

In his opinion the court says:

‘He followed strictly the statutes and 
rules of precedure, and the courts cannot 
exact a greater amount of diligcnce from 
him. When the patent was granted un- 
der the law :t became entitled to the con- 
sideration accorded to any other patent. 
lf the statutes and rules permit nunneces~ 
sary delays they should be changed, »but 
we reject the view that this court owes 
anv duty to relieve against their opcra- 
tien. This patent, ever if it be useful 
enly for tribute. must be viewed without 
prejudice and with absolute judicial im- 
partiality. 

‘“While the conclusion of non-infringe- 
ment which we have reached leaves the 
patentee empty-handed with respect to 
the patent for the short time it has to 
run, it cannot be régarded as depriving 
him through any technicality of the first 
reward for his labors. He undoubtedly 
appreciated the possibllities of the motor 
vehicle at a.time when his ideas were re- 
garded as chimerical. Had he been able 
to see far enough, he might have taken 
out a patent as far reaching as the Cir- 
euit Court held this one was. But, Hke 
many another inventor, while he had con- 
ception of the object to be accomplished, 
he went in the wrong direction. 

“The Brayton engine was the leading 
engine at the time, and his attention was 
naturally drawn to its supposed advan- 
tages. He chose that type. In the light 
of events we can see that, had he appre- 
ciated the superiority of the Otto engine 
and adapted that type for his combina- 
tion, his patent would cover the modern 
automobile. He did not do so. He made 
the wrong choice, and we cannot, by plac- 
ing any forced construction upon the pat- 
ent or by straing the doctrines or equiv- 
alents, make another choice for him.at 
the expense of these defendants, who nei- 
ther legally nor’ morally owe him any- 
thing.”’ 

7 The decrees of the Circult Court are 
reversed, with costs, and the causes re- 
manded, with instructions to dismiss the 
bills, with costs.”’ 

r. B. Crisp, attorney for the Ford Mo- 
tor Company; John Wanamaker, and the 
O. J. Gude Company, had this to say 
about the decision: 

“There is one thing about the decision 
that is certain, and that is the Ford Mo- 
tor Company has never infringed the Sel- 
den patent. That fact is plain. It fs also 
interesting to note that the court finds 
that Mr. Ford gained nothing from the 
Selden patent when it actually came out 
of the Patent Office, and that he owes 
nothing to the patent or to Mr. Selden.”’ 

The Association of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers later announced that the 
Columbia Motor Car Company and Mr. 
Selden were preparing to apply for a 
write of certiorari with a view of having 
the case go to the United States Su- 
preme Court for final decision.

Limited in its scope 
to the arts and sciences, the product of a “Society of 
Gentlemen in Scotland,” none of whose names has 
come down to us, it contained, for the best of reasons, 
no heading “Steam Engine,” and could still combat, in 
its article “Botany,” the theory that sex existed in the 
world of plants.

The 11th edition, to cohtrast it 
with the first, consists of 28 
volumes and an index. There 
are 27,000 pages of text, 40,000 
articles, over 41 millions of words, more than 7,000 illus- 
trations and maps. Its 1,500 contributors, representing 
all civilized countries, include the most eminent authori- 
ties in every department of knowledge. Its scope has 
been enlarged to supply information under whatever 
word may reasonably prompt a question as to the person, 
place, object, action or conception for which it stands— 
and this information (the result of a fresh survey of 
the world) is given up to the year 1910. 

Nevertheless, in describing the new edition which the 
Cambridge University Press is now about to issue, it is 
still to the edition of a century and a half ago that refer- 
ence must be made for the foundations of the scheme 
upon which it is based. The new edition of the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica is, indeed, a representative prod- 
uct of the day—to which {t belongs in virtue of its 
writers, its information, the improved method of its 
preparation, the revolution in its physical production; 
but it is also the result of a long development, and can 
best be introduced by a backward glance. 


Past editions of the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica have been 
published at the dates shown 
in the following table. As 
every edition of the Encvelopaedia Britannica has hitherto 
been issued in parts, and its publication, therefore, ex- 
tended over a series of years, the interval between one 
edition and the next must be measured from the mean 
date of each. It will be seen that, whereas successive edi- 
tions have hitherto appeared at intervals on an average of 
14 years, a period of 28 years separates the publication 
of the present edition from the last entirely new edition, 
viz., the 9th.

Perhaps the most illuminating 
The date of the  teflection that can be made 
first edition—1768 upon the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica arises from a considera- 
tion of a single date—the date of its first appearance— 
1768—eight years before the American Colonies declared 
their independence, twenty years before the outbreak of 
the French Revolution. For the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica was, in its origin, an outcome of the intellectual 
movement which produced the great French Encyclo- 
pedie, and its appearance may be said to mark the begin- 
ning of “modern” times, the close of the days when it was 
still within the capacity of a cultivated mind to compass 
practically all that was known. The Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica first appeared, then, to meet the need of a com- 
mon resource which should give connected accounts of 
arts and sciences already promising to outgrow. the 
bounds within which the individual mind could hope to 
follow them. And the great reputation which the book 
was destined subsequently to earn in the world of knowl- 
edge depended precisely upon this that the growth of 
knowledge, consequent upon the development of special- 
ization, was to proceed at a pace of which the first 
editors could have no conception. 


The title of the first edition 
was atnbitious, for the word 
“encyclopaedia” promised a 
complete circle of instruction, 
and this the modest three volumes fell far short of supply- 
ing. History and biography, for example, were ex- 
cluded from the book because it was to be strictly “A 
Dictionary of the Arts and Sciences.” Geographical 
headings, nevertheless, found their way into its pages; 
but they were so far discountenanced that to the subject 
of “France” only 126 words were devoted. 


‘‘A complete circle 
of instruction. ”’ 


But, if the first Encyclopaedia 
Britannica fell far short of 
completing the circle, it clearly 
showed that instruction was its 
main purpose. For its articles upon the chief arts and 
sciences were long and comprehensive treatises, intended 
for study and reading, and to this feature—which char- 
acterizes the Encyclopaedia Britannica to this day—the 
book owes its reputatién as something apart from the 
many other encyclopaedias, British, American and for- 
eign, which serve a slighter purpose. Reference, indeed, 
was among the purposes which the first editor proposed 
to himself, as is clear, not only from the number of short 
atticles included in his book, but also from the fact that 
the articles were arranged in alphabetical order—a sys- 
tem by no means universally adopted in books of a simi- 
lar kind. The chief burden of the advertisement, how- 
ever, which he attached to his new venture, was the 
comprehensive and. thoroughly instructive character of 
its chief articles. 


A fundamental 
’ characteristic. 


It would be difficult to exagger- 
ate the importance of the lines 
thus clearly laid down in the 
edition of a century and a half 
ago. To the characteristic length of its articles upon the 
main subjects of inquiry, the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
owes at once its high utility and its supreme authority. 
In the first place, fullness of treatment is what the posses- 
sor of an encyclopaedia requires if he is ever to turn to 
a comprehensive heading—‘‘Architecture,” for example, 
or “Ship-building,’ or “Heraldry,” or “Light,” or 
“France: History.” If such headings are to be admitted

Husband Begins To-day. 





PROSECUTOR OUTLINES CASE 





Declares Evidence WIIIl Be Submitted 
to Prove That Lead Poison and 
Arsenic Were Administered. 





WHEELING, West Va., Jan. 9.—A jury 
was selected on the first day of the trial 
of Mrs. Laura Farnsworth Schenk, 
charged with poisoning her husband, 
John O. Schenk. After calling two pan- 
els the jury box was filled to-night just 
before adjournment. 

Mrs. Schenk, in stylish attire, showed 
great interest in the examination of 
talesmen. Frequently she suggested 
questions to her counsel. Mrs. Schenk 
appeared satisfied with the jurymen, 
most of whom are young married men. 

In his opening address, Prosecutor J. B. 
Handlan said that the State will show 
that lead poison first was administered 
and arsenic later. Schenk, he said, re- 
turned from Europe strong and healthy 
in May, and within a few days the effects 
of the deadly drug were noticeable. 

Mrs. Schenk’s attorney, arraigned mem- 
bers of the Schenk family, whom he said 
had entered into a conspiracy against the 
defendant. He charged one with persecu- 
tion. 

Throughout the day the courtroom was 
packed. The crowd assembled long be- 
fore court convened in the morning, and 
admittance was tefused to hundreds. 
Among the State witnesses are Dr. John 
W. Mallet, F. R. S., of the University of 
Virginia, and Dr. Glazer of Johns Hop- 
kins University. 

Additional witnesses were summoned 
by the defense to-day, most of them from 


Pleasants and Tyler Counties, where Mrs. 
Schenk lived as a girl.

At the same time one of the 
Hudson men, Assemblyman-elect Martin, 
came out to-day with a strong statement 
-ndorsing Smith’s candidacy and deciarins 
that he witl be unalterably opposed to 
Martine because of the latter’s free-trade 
views. 

Supporters of Martine, following the re- 
ceipt of the news of Davis’s death, pre- 
dicted to-day that the Plainfield mun 
would be elected Senator on the first 
ballot. a 

The support that Mr. Soith is supposed 
to have among the Hudson County legte- 
lators was ascribed almost entirely to the 
personal influence of Mr. Davis. Even 
the latter was not able to prevent nine 
of the thirteen Lemocratic legislators 
from that county from lining up against 
Smith.

STANDARD PAYS $23,766 FINE. 


Oll Company’s Penalty First Collected 
Under Anti-Rebate Law. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 9.—The Standard 
Oil Company to-day paid into the Federal 
Court here $23,766, the fine assessed 
against it for accepting rebates. This 
is the first fine ever collected by the Gov- 
ernment since the prosecutions under the 
anti-rebate law were begun. 

The Standard Oil Company was indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury here early in 
1900,. for eccepting rebates on oil ship- 
ments from Olean to Bellows Falls, Ver- 
mont, via the Pennsylvania, New York 
Central and Vermont Central railways. 
The ojl was- shipped at sixteen cents a 
hundred pounds in this State though the 
published rate was 28 cents. 

Judge Hazel, who heard the case here, 


decided that there existed an arrange- 
ment between the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the first two railroads and 
those roads were subsequently indicted. 


DIES UNDER HIS ENGINE. 


Priest Administers Last Rites to Vic- 
tim of Railroad Accident. 


Three cocters, a Catholic priest, and

This is the largest increase ex- 
cept one which the taxpayers of-the city 
ever. experienced. In 1903 Mayor. Low’s 
Tax Board added $1,400,000,000 to the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate. 

This means a tentative tax levy this 
year on approximately $9,500,000,000, in- 
cluding the tentative total of personal as- 
eessments. of about $1,100,000,000 and 
about $450,000,000 in franchise taxes. With 
the usual reductions before the final rolls 
are made up this will give an added bor- 
rowing capacity to the city, based on the 
10 per cent. allowed by law, of at least 
$85,000,000. It also means a prospective 
decrease in the tax rate of three or four 
points. 

The increase in the real estate assessed 
valuation last year was $267,009,518. Op- 
position to the large increase this year 
has already been made. and it seems 
lixely that the Tax Board will be very 
busy «hearing complaints. of owners: of 
biisiness, hotel, and theatre property in

The Mayor Proposed It. 


Mayor Gaynor indicated his interest in 
the equalization of tax assessments from 
the. stump before he wa selected, and 
alge in his correspondence and speeches 
cueing the past year. Soon after he ap- 

nted the new Tax Board he gathered 
one members in his office and addressed 
them, in part, es follows:

Favor 
ngvone, and see that your deputies favor 
no*.one' for political influence, love, or 
money. 

“For several years the great gas plant 
at ‘Astoria of the New York and East 
River Gas Company was valued on the 
tax.rolls at only $600,000. In 1909 it was 
raised to $3,500,000. Competent persons 
#¥. that even this is not one-half of its 
value; but that is for you. It was valued 
by the company in the recent franchise 
tax suit at over $10,000,000 in making up 
the total capital on which the company 
should be permited to make a dividend uf 
wt feast 6 per cent. 

“Only the other day the sale of a piece 
of real estate here was reported for 
*1,400,000. I found it on the tax rolls for 
$750,000. If the dwellings and ordinary 
holdings were valued on the rolls on the 
same basis there would be no injustice, 
but-they are not. They are valued well 
up to what they could be sold for. Look 
to all this.”’ 


Some Cases in Point. 


Ss 


A few weeks later he again addressed 
the*board, saying: ‘“‘ There are properties 
that are valued altogether too low in pro- 
port.on to the values put on the rest of 
the property, and possibly there is some 
property too high—I don’t know how that 
is. I noticed in the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, where we require that the as- 
sessed value and the actual value be put 
against each piece of propety which the 
citx leases or hires, that sometimes the 
assessed valuation is down to one- -quarter 
orsvene-third of what is put down as the 
actual value. And I have sent here from 
time to time letters which would seem to 
indicate that same thing throughout some 
parts of the city. 

‘‘Now, I am very anxious about this 
or I would not come over here to speax 
about it—that we get the valuations 
throughout the city equalized in the com- 
ing. year; that is to say, that the prop- 
erties that are assessed. proportionately 
at too low a value be raised up. 

After receiving the report of the Board, 
which they delivered to him in person at 
his office yesterday, the Mayor told them 
that he was much pleased with the work 
which they had done. 

‘You have carried on this work of 
equalization even better than I had ex- 
pected of you, but I knew that you would 
do it well,” said he. “It was really a 
huge work. There were properties in 
certain sections of the city that were 
assessed at a much lower percentage of 
value than property in other sections, and 
your work was to do away with this dis- 
crimimation and injustice. You have done 
it well, but next year and the next, we 
must not continue to add to assessed 
valuations. We have now get them at 
a point where they may rest for a few 
years, adding only norma! increases. This 
is dne to the taxpayers. 

‘“here has been much talk of building 
subways, but very few people seem to 
know chat in order to get credit to buila 
them the city had to increase the total as- 
seseed valuations. I thought we could 
do this by equalizing values, and that 
proves trve under your able management. 
‘And yet this $80,000,000 of additional bor- 
ruwing credit which this increase fiur- 
nishes is not so very much when you 
consiuer the corporate stock sales of the 
city. 

‘“TIn March last we-put out an issue of 
$50,000,000, and now, within thirty days, 
we are to put out another issue of $60,- 
000,000, in al] $110,000,000 in less than a 
year... So that with this increase the 
process of building subways exclusively 
with the city’s money would be a slow 
matier.’

‘time of our appointment, we issued defi- 
nite instructions to the Deputy Commis- 
signers, inaking the law clear to them, and 
fofiowed that up with personal supervision 
of their work, thus insuring the carrying 
ort of a cleariy defined plan for the equal- 
izaticn of assessments in all the boroughs. 

Yhe result of this work has been an ag- 
sregate increase of $897,048,683, which was 
not obtained by horizontally raising assess- 
if@nis. Assessments have been made in ac- 
‘gordance with the market value of each 
parcel.

The assessments on agro Hall was 
only increased this yea y £10,000, bring- 
ing it up to a total of $235,000. 

A $1,000,000 increase was made on the 
Commercial Cable Building, at 20 Broad 
Street. The assessment on the Grand 
Central Station was raised $2,300,000; on 
Gimbel Brothers’ store, £2,200,000: the 
Waldorf-Astoria, over $1,000,000; on the 
new Vanderbilt Hotel, $1,000,000; on the 
Ritz-Carlton, nearly 82,000,000: on the 
Hippodrome, $500,000. The assessment on 
Senator Clark’s new home, on Fifth Ave- 
nue,.was increased $500,000. 

The New York Telephone Company 
hard hit on the new rolls. Its assessment 
has been raised $3,000,000, as a result of 
the new law placing telephone and tele- 
graph companies under the jurisdiction of 
the Public Service Commission, under 
which it has to revort on its assets. Its 
recent statement filed with the commis- 
sion placed a value of $12 a plug upon 
each of its switchboards in the city... The 
old basis taken by the Tax Board had 
been $10 a plug, and the ‘number had 
always been roughly estimated, The com- 
pany’s report was taken as a basis with 
the attendant large increase in the as- 
sessment. 

The enormous increase in the assessed 
valuation brought about by Mayor Low 
in 1903 was divided over the whole city 
on a percentage of increase of 42.6 per 
cent. This is much larger than the per- 
centage of increase this year, but the 
division among the various boroughs was 
also radically different. The comparison 
is as follows:

Previous Tax Rates. 

The final assessment, including person- 
al, realty, and franchise taxes, on which 
last year’s tax levy was made was &87,416,- 
§37,499. This gave a tax rate in Manhat- 
tan of 1.7579, or $17.57 on $1,000. The rate 
in 1909 was. 1.67"; Tt is unofficially esti- 
mated that under the new assessments 
the rate this year should be not more 
than 1.721. This does: not operate for the 
reduction of individual taxes, however, if 
thé assessment is increased. ‘* What 
profiteth it me if the rate is reduced,” 
esked one indignant taxpayer last night, 
“if the final multiplication makes a big- 
ger total? And, property in my section 
has been increased 50 per cent.’ 

The interest in the personal roils is par- 
ticularly great this vear, as it is most 
probable that this system of taxation will 
be done away with before another tenta- 
tive roil is opened, Mayor Gaynor and 
President Purdy both advocated the pas- 
sage of a bill last year abotishing per- 
sonal taxation, but the Legislature ne- 
glected to carry out their wishes. It is 
understood that the effort will be re- 
peated this vear. The Mayor takes the 
stand that the majority of the personal 
assessments are ‘‘sworn off,’’ anyway, 
and the persons who do pay are the same 
ones who pay large realty taxes. The ten- 
tative personal roll last vear totaled about 
$1,600.000,000, This year it is about $1,100,- 
000,000, but it is estimated that the final 
figure will be about the same as ast year, 
S372,644,825. 


The Largest Taxpayers. 


Mrs. Emma B. Kennedy, the widow of 
John S. Kennedy, headed the personal 
roll last year at $6,000,000, replacing An- 
drew Carnegie who had held the position 
for many years. This year Mrs. Ken- 
nedy is assessed on only $250,000, but the 
estate is fixed at $5,000,000 in personal 


property. Mr. Carnegie and Mrs. Russell 
Sage are assessed at their usual figure, 
$5,000, 000, 

One of the usual peculiar things on the 
tentative personal roll this vear is the 
assessment of W. Howard Taft at $50,000. 
lie is the son of Henry W. Taft and the 
nephew of the President. He was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1909 and is employed as 
a bank clerk, 

Personal taxes can be sworn off until 
April 1 and property, owners who wish 
to complain against their realty assess- 
ments can file objections with the Tax 
Board until that date. During the month 
of April the Board sits as a court on 
these complaints. 

Cases on which it refuses to make’ re- 
ductions can be taken to court on writs 
of certiorari. Few. cuts in realty as- 
sessments are made by the Board, but it 
has been frequently beaten in the courts. 
Reductions of assessments have been ob- 
tained in this way in the past by Macy’s, 
the Waldorf-Astoria, the Hoffman House 
and others. 

The final assessment rolls must be cer- 
tified to the Aldermen by the Tax Board 
by the first Monday in July, when the 
Aldermen formally fix the tax rate. 

Tax bills are payable on the first Mon- 
day in October.

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THE TAX VALUATION. 

The comparison between the increase 
in the budget of $10,951,064 and the in- 
crease of tax valuation of $897,048,683 
discloses a disproportion which chal- 
lengés attentiort’ We know why the 
increase in the budget was necessary, 
and it is worth while to ask why the 
increase in the valuation is so much 
larger than is necessary to meet the 
demands of the budget. The budget Its 
larger because the taxpayers of New 
York City habitually neglect their pub- 
lic business, partly in devotion to their 
private business, and partly through 
dislike of politics until some such shock 
as to-day’s explains the significance of 
the tiresome proceedings to which so 
few pay attention at the proper time. 
The budget is so much larger because 
the bills are coming in. The tax valu- 
ations are made so large in order that 
ether bills may comein. If it is unwel- 
come to pay for past follies and ex- 
travagances, it will be more unwel- 
come, we think, to pay the bills for 
more outrageous follfes and extrava- 
gances for which the basis is laid in 
the “ equalization” of assessments. 

The budget is the basis of the tax 
rate, which is fixed by applying the 
budget to the valuation. When the 
budget and the valuation are fixed the 
fixing of the tax rate is a mathematical- 
and ministerial duty from which there 
is no escape. It does not follow that 
because the valuations are large the tax 
rate must be large. And it does not 
follow that because the tax rate is low 
It is 
necessary to consider both factors to- 
gether, and in connection with the 
budget. The budget is not large this 
year through increase of governmental 
expenses. It is large because of. over- 
indulgence in improvements, and of an 
interest charge which grows faster 
than the means of meeting it. The 
city has been taking up unpaid bills 
for which there was a floating debt, 


the taxes payable will be low. 


and has been making good deficiencies 
incurred through uncollected and un- 
collectible taxes. In this way the debt 
service item, which was 18 per cent. of 
the budget ten years ago, has grown to 
29 per cent. of. the total budget, and is 
by all odds the greatest single item of 
the budecet. 

The reason for emphasizing this 
point is that the valuations are not in- 
creased for the purpose of covering the 
budget, but in order to enable the city 
to run deeper into debt by whatever 
millions may. be necessary to provide 
whatever pleasant things may be prom- 
ised to the people, who in teo many 
cases are deluded into thinking that 
they do not pay for the luxuries because 
their valuations are not increased, It 
is not necessary to make the tax valu- 
ations interesting to those who pay the 
taxes which they afterward shift to 
those who pay rents, or buy goods 
made Those to 
whom the tax bills come will feel these 
pains of the growth of the debt way 
down deep in the pocket nerve./ They 
may be trusted to make their outcry. 
But it is necessary also to interest the 
more numerous class who pay their 
share of the taxes although they never 
see a tax bill. 

Everybody knows that this has not 
heen a year of advancing values. The 
theory th&t the real estate values of 
the :city have advanced a billion dol- 
lars preposterous. The increase, 
therefore, signifies that a billion dollars 
of taxable values have heretofore es- 
caped taxation. This is a hard state- 
ment to put “up to” the Tax Depart- 
ment. Not of their own motion would 
they have convicted themselves of such 
delinquencies, The fact is that the in- 
crease of valuations is part of the mu- 
nicipal pdélicy. By enlarging the debt 
limit it is possible te borrow money 
and spend the principal while it is nec- 
essary only to enter the interest charge 
in the budget. We passed through one 
such delusion of wealth when the valu- 
ation was enlarged more than a billion 
of dollars on the plea that the city could 
spend more money 2nd raise less taxes. 
The awakening came with the disclos- 
uré that ‘enlarging. the valuation was 
no substitute for raising the rate. On 
the contrary, the rate has now recov- 
ered a considerable part of the reduc- 
tion which resulted from the abnormal 
_inerease of valuation, and the debt and 
budget have proved unmanageable in 
their growth. ; | .

mortgage interest. Interesting as these 
details are, they are subordinate to the 
explanation of how these increases are 
made in a year when decreases would 
be more appropriate. The cat is inno- 
cently let out of the bag by the an- 
nouncement “No new taxes for sub- 
ways."’ No, the municipal subway will 
be built from proceeds of bonds, and 
they will earn 9 per cent. on their cost, 
and a campaign of acceleration will be 
carried on in every borough in order 
that the increase of valuation shall be 
used as a basis of borrowing $200,000,- 
000, more or less, to do what private 
capital stands ready to do with least 
assistance from bond issues, and those 
of the self-supporting and debt-exempt 
class. If the taxpayers arouse them- 
selves sufficiently it may yet be pos- 
sible to limit the budget to the pur- 
poses of city government, and to check 
unreasonable expenditures of borrowed 
money for purposes of municipal trad- 
ing, however alluring may be the prom- 
ises of benefits to be realized. It is 
difficult to attack valuations, nor is it 
easy to keep the budget down. The 
only hope for preventing the increased 
valuations from passing. into increased 
taxes is to watch the budget, and make 
sure ‘that the promises that the rate 
shall not be raised are kept. 


PEACE AND PROSPERITY IN CUBA. 

The news from Cuba fs of peace and 
prosperity. It concerns few persons jin 
the United States, and least of all the 
Government at Washington, what polit- 
ical disputes the Cubans may have 
among themselves. The transference of 
the command of Cuba’s tiny army, 
which is probably a much less effective 
foree than its rural guard, from Gen. 
“Pino” GuEeRRA to Col. MARTI is not @ 
matter of international importance. 
President Gomez has not held his seat 
as Chief Executive for two years with- 
out exciting much hostile comment and 
some show of opposition. Neither has 
The fact that Gomez 
has held his office, successfully, and ad- 
ministered the affairs of his country to 
the satisfaction of a large majority of 
its inhabitants is the essential fact. 

There is no present need of worry 
about Cuba. There is no revolution in 
sight, and there is no possible excuse 
for any wild talk about a third inter- 
vention by the United States. The Gov- 
ernment is stable. There is plenty of 
work for the laboring classes and trade 
is generally good. 
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ENDING THE BANK TROUBLE. 

Although the troubles of the Carnegie 
Trust Company and of two or three 
minor banks were not to be compared 
in magnitude with the disturbance in 
banking circles in 1907, and although 
no general peril whatever was involved, 
the process resorted to to end the dif- 
ficulties was the same as that employed 
in the panic year. In 1907 Mr. J. P. 
MORGAN personally organized what 
may be called the rélief force, and 
with the contributions of his own 
banking house and with those of other 
banks associated with him, provided a 
fund sufficient to meet the demands of 
alarmed depositors and to restore con- 
fidence. The embarrassments growling 
out of the closing of the Carnegie Trust 
Company were relieved in the same 
manner over Sunday. J. P. Morgan & 
Co, provided funds to fortify the Nine- 
teenth Ward and the Twelfth Ward 
Banks, putting them in a position to 
continue business, The Equitable Trust 
Company, by taking over the business 
of the Madison Trust Company, gave 
full guarantee to the depositors of that 
institution, and assured its stockhold- 
ers that their interests would-be prop- 
erly safeguarded. Thus again a dis- 
turbance in the banking community of 





this city has been with much wisdom 
and high public spirit quieted at its 
very beginning, and confidence is re 
stored. 

The Carnegie Trust Company is to be 
liquidated and its business settled as 
speedily and as economically as pos- 
sible, 

The company presented a perfectly 
typical problem under our system 
of banking supervision and ‘ regula- 
tion. Bankers regard with grave doubt 
an institution managed and controlled 
by those whose actuating motive ap- 
pears to be not to do a safe and legiti- | 
mate banking business, but to get con- 
trol of one-or more banks in order to 
have ready command of funds for the 
promotion of more or less speculative 
outside undertakings. Naturally the of- 
ficiais of the Banking Department 
shared their doubts. But so long 
as the institution was solvent, so 
long as it appeared to be able to 
contigue business without peril to 
those who trusted it - with their 
money, there was. justifiable reluctance 
to resort to measures which might be 
censured as too drastic, Everybody 
will admit, however, that fn such cases 
the stated examinations, and, {f necas- 
sary, special examinations, should be 
directed to a most rigid scrutiny of the 
character of the assets. If any of these 
are objectionable, an order that they be 
gotten rid of could, it would seem, be 
enforced under penalty of sterner ac- 
tion. The time to take such an insti- 
tution in hand for admonition and cor- 
rection is when it: begins to be looked 
upon and taiked about ag an example 
of unwise or unsafe banking. Hvery- 
body now says that.the Carnegie Trust 
Company had for a long time been in 
an unsound position, and Mr, Howzmtzz, 
a banker of excellent reputat 
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acclaim of those 





may serve to enforce the lesson that 
measiires of sanitation should be taken 
at the earliest indication that they are 
needed. 

As the Superintendent has determined 
that the business of this company must 
be liquidated, it is fortunate that un- 
der the new law which enacts the rec- 
ommendation of Gov. Hucuss’s Com- 
mission, of which Mr. Hersurn, the 
President of the Clearing House, was 
Chairman, the process can be carried 
out systematically and with the least 
possible expense, an expense very 
much less than that of the ordinary 
receivership. Doubtless realization 
will be a slow process as to some of the 
assets. The example of this institutién, 
we trust, will serve as a warning how 
not to organize and manage a ‘trust 
company. 
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THE PERSONAL TAX, 

Once again the annual farce of the 
tax assessment of personal property is 
on the boards. Those who enjoy this 
kind of spectacle may see it in the list 
of personalty assessments published this 
morning. Another phase was presente 
in the article published in Tue ‘Times 
yesterday upon the personal tax, show- 
ing how it is not collected. The real 
estate valuation in the five boroughs is 
this year $7,941,241,257. The personalty 
assessment is but an insignificant part 
of this vast sum. Yet, as a general 
rule, in any great community the value 
of personal property will be found to 
equal or exceed that of real property. 
The injustice of the personal tax lies in 
the fact that it cannot be collected. A 
tax justly levied upon all personal 
property is an absolute tmpossibility. 
Yet a tax which does not apply to all 
property of a given class is a manifest 
injustice. The time has long gone by 
when what is called the evasion of per- 
sonal taxes is held up as a reproach 
against property owners. 

The inherent evil is, not In the owner 
of personal property, but in the law 
which attempts an impossibility. Taxes 








levied upon tangible values are collect- 
ible, and the distribution of the burden 
is reasonably just. The burden of per- 
sonal taxation is and always must ne 
unevenly and unjustly imposed. Com- 
petent students of the subject of tax- 
ation long ago.and almost unanimously 
reached the belief that personal taxes 
ought to be abolished. 





ORTH AND HIS SKELETON. 

About this tinie the proclamation of the 
death of the Archduke JospPpH FERDI- 
Under the 
name of JoHANN OrtH, the Archduke is 
supposed to have sailed from Buenos 
Ayres, July 12, 1890, in the ship St. 
Margarete, which has never since been 
heard from. Thirty years must elapse, 
under the Austrian Civil Code, before 
a death certificate can be issued in such 
circumstances. But a special law was 
passed after the Ring Theatre disaster 
in 1883 to permit an earlier registration 
of the proof of death. Last July the 
heir presumptive began proceedings un- 
der this special law, and an editt was

After that JoHANN ORTH will be le- 
gally dead. Only Gabriel’s trumpet 
can arouse him. His fortune of about

ing physician in Denver, Ill., may have 
commercial value. Anyhow, it is for 
sale, and the owner declares he has its 
pedigree, and has had it in his keeping 
for twelve years. Until the Archduke 
is quite dead, legally, his skeleton jis 
naturally to be regarded with suspicion, 
like a dubious Corot. But, once he is 
dead in law, a man’s skeleton may have 
pecuntary value among people who are 
fond enough of skeletons to buy them. 

To be sure, one skeleton is very much 
like another. We cannot say just how 
much more an Archduke’s skeleton may 
be worth than an ordinary man’s. This 
might be converted into a dime museum 
attraction, if the dime museums had 
not been driven out of business by mov- 


ing pictures, and if it were not needful 


to tell such a long story of the love of a 
royal personage for a humbic woman,

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BAD SPELLING AT WELLESLEY.

Whe imports of dia- 
monds and other pre- 
cious stones in 1908, a 
year of trade and in- 
: dustrial depression, 
fell from $42,000,000 of the preceding year 
to less than $17,000,000 in value. The 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington re- 
ports that the imports of these luxuries 
during the calendar’ year just closed are 
not less than the imports for the fiscal 
year, amounting to $48,000,000. Luxuries 
from Europe, such as laces of cotton, 
flax, and silk, made in the Northern 
Continental countries and in Great Britain 
and Ireland, art works from various 
European States, French automobiles and 
German toys, furs and fur skins from the 
frigid north of the world, mahogany and 
rare woods from the tropics, and tobaccos 
from Turkey and from Cuba will alto-, 
gether foot up to between $200,000,000 
and $300,000,000 tn the imports of 1910. 
Notwithstanding these imports, which 
compare favorably with those of previous 
prosperous years, the representatives of 
big business complain that trade was flat 
and dull in the year just closed, while 
consumers by the million echo the cry of 
the high cost of Hving. The imports of 
luxuries by a nation have always hither- 
to» been considered a fair index of its 
prosperity. We have not prospered, we 
say, yet we have spent more than ever 
before on things that were not necessary 
to health or comfort. Is this Nation be- 
coming a spendthrift?

Gov. PoTrnisnr of 
Rhode Island’s Rhode Island de- 
Laws for Lobsters Votes much atten- 
and Clams. tention in his mes- 
Sage to the Leg- 
islature to the indiscriminate shipment of 
seed clams and egg-bearing lobsters from 
that State’s waters to distant places, 
chiefly for trade with the markets and 
the “Jobster palaces,.’’ The Commission- 
ers of Clam Fisheries have already leased 
clam beds, sowing their ‘‘ seed’ between 
high and low tide, and harvesting this 
year twelve bushels of clams for every 
bushel sown. This result achieved, the 
Commissioners propose the. passage of a 
law establishing a ‘‘ close season ’’ on the 
clam grounds, and permitting them to be 
dug over not oftener than once in two 
or three years. That will replenish them, 
and, ultimately, it will replenish the tables 
of consumers. 

Maine’s lobster fisheries have already 
been rejuvenated. Gov. Potuipr of Rhode 
Island notes the effort making for the 
passage of uniform laws from Massachu- 
setts to Delaware, which is the southern- 
most haunt of this crustacean—ticensing 
the fishermen, protecting the egg-bearing 
iobsters, forbidding the use of the young 
as bait, and encouraging their artificial 
propagation. If rid of their numerous 
enemies, the lobsters would increase ten 
thousandfold in~a- single season. But 
they themselves are arrant cannibals. 
Lately,. however, the.lobster hatchery at 
Wickford, R. I., demonstrated that the 
voracious fry could be prevented from 
catching and swallowing each other: by 
the simple device of keeping them. in. 
a.continuous current. of water. The 
Maine hatchery has adopted this expedl- 
ent, with the result that the catch on the 
coast of Maine rose in 1910 to 20,000,000 
lobsters, 2,000,000 in excess of 1909. If all 
the States concerned would follow Maine’s 
example, lobsters would soon again be 
cheap and plentiful.

tract of vaccine; or, perhaps, he wound 
was improperly bandaged and cared for. 
Then, too, he should have satisfied him- 
self that there was no septic condition in 
the patient’s blood. Mr. BicrLow has 
traveled much about the world; he knows 
—none better—what traces an African 
fever will leave in.a white man’s system. 
In one of these respects, or in several of 
them, there was failure to guard against 
conditions that in his case could have 
been foreseen. Certainly, the average 
child or adult who undergoes vaccination 
feels no such agonizing after-effects. 
Odium justly attaches to the methods: by 
which it is sometimes performed, but not, 
we insist, to the operation itself. And, we 
think, My. BriaELow’ would: have bene- 
fited had there been a method of vac- 
cinating him against African fever.

VACCINATED. 
Mr. :Bigelow Had. a Dreadful Time, 
and Tells About It. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the Spring of 1910 I was in the very best 
of health and spirits, returning from a trip 
through India, -and eager to regain my native 
land by way of Honolulu and the Golden 
Gate. 

On leaving Yokohama the German doctor of 
the American ship by which I had taken pas- 
sage imagined that a steerage passenger had 
smallpox. The doctor proved to be mistaken, 
for in a few days that same passenger was 
prancing round the deck as lively as ever. 
We of the first cabin were also in admirable 
condition until professional panic seized upon 
our medical mariner, and, unfortunately for 
us, his mania took the form of injecting into 
each of us a poison which he called vaccine. 

To his mania I objected, as I should object 
to any other manifestation of stupid super- 
stition—as silly and cruel as many a priestly 
practice of mediaeval Europe! However, my 
protest was overridden by the piteous clamor 
of my friends aboard, who painted in lurid 
tints the horrors of quarantine in San Fran- 
cisco should I insist {n my obstinacy. 

So, for fear of worse penalties, I bared my 
arm, and before a week had passed that med- 
ical inoculation had so injured my health 
that on reaching: Honolulu I had barely suffi- 
cient strength te leave my bunk and totter 
down ithe. gangplank and seek refuge among 
friends in that beautiful island. 

My arm had swelled into the appearance of 
a dish of scrambled eggs; my head was 
racked with pain; my tongue resembled a kit- 
ten; I was in high fever; my digestive organs 
became inoperative, and my throat seemed to 
be in a demon’s clutch. For a month I was 
unable to,use’'my arm or do more than sit out 
under the palms of the beach and slowly build 
up the strength which a hellish superstition 
had undermined by pretending that vaccina- 
tion is good for society. 

Good for meroenary medicos, if you Ike; 
good for those who earn money by’ playing on 
the credulity of ignorant people, but a horri- 
ble burden upon the health of our people and 
a horrible stain upon a-Nation pretending to 
enlightenment, 

Why are we Americans more frightened by 
so-called contagious diseases than Germany? 
Why do we make our quarantine the laughing 
stock of HBurope? How is it that England, 
whose ports are open to ships from every port, 
fears no infection, while we rush madly to the 
quackery of vaccine at the first alarm? 

The answer is not flattering to our common 
sense; still less does it speak for our honesty. 

Our own cities are dirty and breed disease. 
Let us look to our own hotbeds of filth dis- 
ease. Let us insist upon Health Officers that 
are more than mere politicians, and then we 
shall have no occasion to dread the incoming 
Steamers, no more than does Germany or Eng- 
land or any other community that keeps itself 
clean. 

To me the compelling of our school chil- 
dren to be inoculated with rotten stuff from 
any animal is just as cruel as compelling 
them to drink a bottle of whisky by way of 
protecting them against a hypothetical snake 
bite.

Candidates for School Positions. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It has long been a mystery to me and man) 
another why parents who direct their children 
toward the profession of teaching should not 
invariably send them to one of the city- 
supported training schools rather than to Nor- 
mal College or the College of the City of New 
York. Out of 380 applicants for license No. 1, 
who hailed from the New York Training 
School, only three failed, only five failed out 
of 442 from Brooklyn Training School, while 
eighty out of 255 applicants from Normal Col- 
lege (81 per cent.) and no less than 163 out of 
218 applicants from the College of the City of 
New York failed, (77 per cent.) 

These figures are official and cause one to 
ask, ‘“‘How do they do it at the training 
schools?*’ which have only a@ two-year course 
as distinguished from a four-year course at 
the colleges. The only flaw in the happiness 
of the young persons .at the training schools 
is that they will_not in future be paid $1.50 a 
day during the last half year of the two-year 
sourse. The wave of economy seems to have 
necissitated this step, but a special bond issue 
could be arranged to meet this emergency in 
training school affairs. Curiously enough the 
last school report. says plainiy enough that 
English, correct English, is about to be re- 
quired in the training schools. This arouses 
curlosity.

missioner of Accounts Fosdick, in his report 
which was the result of charges brought 
against the Board by the Citizens’ Union and 
the City Club? As one who has been actively 
identified with polities and a candidate for 
Member of Assembly at the last general elec- 
tion, I have had frequent dealings with the 
Board of Elections; and my experiences in that 
direction have disclosed the existence of con- 
ditions directly the opposite of those that Mr. 
Fosdick has found to exist. I know, from my 
own experience and personal knowledge, that 
the difficult and complicated machinery of 
elections and of matters pertaining thereto 
has been conducted in an absolutely fair, non- 
partisan, honest, and efficient manner, Any 
one who had any sort of a complaint to make 
was always given the opportunity of a fair 
hearing before the full board. 

In the Nineteenth Assembly District, in 
which I was a candidate, there were two elec- 
tion districts in which the recent registration 
was very heavy, due to the rapid growth of 
new apartment houses of great size. Several 
local politicians demanded that these election 
districts be split up, each into two separate 
polling places. I also took the matter up with 
Commissioner Dooling, who gave it his prompt 
attention.. After due investigation he found 
that it was practically impossible to divide 
these districts in the short time that remained 
before election day. He found one of the poll- 
ing places inadequate, and immediately ordered 
the construction of & commodious temporary 
house, The other polling place was found t6 be 
perfectly suitable, and a larger number of 
booths was installed to facilitate the voting. 
In spite of all the ‘‘kicking’’ by certain promi- 
nent members of the Citizens’ Union and of the 
City Club as to the disgraceful conditions at 
these polling places, practically all the. votes 
had been cast,in an orderly manner before 3 
P. M., two hotrs before the closing of the polls. 
This is merely an example of thé prompt and 
efficient results that attended upon my com- 
plaint, which was made in a quiet and gen- 
tlemanly manner and proved to be more effi- 
cacicus than the underhanded ‘“ kicking ’’ that 
some parties resort to. ; 

Commissioner Dooling some time ago an- 
nounced his intention of retiring from the 
Board of Elections and has no desire to be 
retained in office. But why, in the’ name of 
sense, is ts necessary to cast a blot on the 
record and to besmirch the fair name of an 
official. who has for several years served the 
public with honesty, zeal, and efficiency?

Service Board’s Report Shows the 
' System Has Cost the Municl- 
pality $53,788,134. 
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IN TRAFFIC 





More Than a Billion Passengers Car- 
ried on New York Railroads—Plan 
$2,400,000 for Grade Crossings. 





The preliminary chapters of the annual 
report of the Public. Service Commission 
of the First’ District, which has jurisdie- 
tion over all the traction, gas, and electric 
companies in New York, and over various 
features of the operation of steam rail- 
roads within this district, were made pub- 
lic yesterday, The report contains some 
interesting figures showing the magnitude 
of the interests placed within the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission. ‘These involve a 
$Toss capitalization of $1,125,858,000, dl- 
vided as follows: Street railways, $783, 
835,000; steam railroads, (Staten Islanu 
lines,) $12,700,000; gas companies, $21¢,- 
883,000; electrical companies, $16,216,006 
and gas-electric companics, $5,424,000. 

During 1910 the street and electrio rali- 
roads of Greater New York carried the 
enormous total of 1,580,000,000 passengers 
which, figured into total transportation 
revenue of nearly $80,000,000. There was 
an Increase of 130,000,000 in the number of 
passengers who rode on all linea over 
the preceding yeer, an increase of 400,- 
v00,000 over the total traffic of five years 
ago, and an increase of 684,000,000 over 
the total traffic of ten years ago. 

The figures showed that not only were 
there more people riding, but that the 
riding habit was growing among New 
Yorkers, for whereas in 1900 the average 
rides of each one of the 3,437,202 persons 
in the greater city was 246.2, in 19035 the’ 
number of rides per capita of population 
was 282.7 and in the year just closed 
320.9. The number of rides per capita took 
a very sudden jump between 1909 and 
i910. In 1907 the number was 305.4; in 


1908 it fell off to 304.4; in 1909 it was 
down again to 303.9, but in 1910 it jumped 
to $uU.9. This means an average expendi- 
ture of $16.04 on local transportation, ex- 
cluding all steam railroad and ferry fareg 
for each person in Greater New York last 
year. The commission points out that if 
an allowance were made for the number 
of children under five years who ride free 
and are not included in the statement of 
number of feres, but are included fn the 
figures on population, a still higher rate 
of per capita rides would be developed. 

An important ite ered of the report has 
to do with the elimination of grade cross- 
ings, to which the Service Board .has 
siven much time during the past year. 
ne report says that the commission will 
ask the present legislature to appro- 
priate $600,000 for the elimination of 
grade crossings within the city of New 
rork, where there are more than 400 
grade crossings. Such an appropriation 
by the State would, if made, be matched 
by @ like appropriation by the city and 
one by the companies involved, mainly 
the Long Island Railroad, equal .to the 
combined appropriations of the State and 
city. This would indicate the expenditure 
of $2,400,000 in grade crossings elimina- 
tion during 1911. This, according to the 
commission, would be divided as follows: 
Borough of Queens, $1,600,000; Borough 
of Brooklyn, $200,000; Manhattan and 
the Bronx, $400,000; Richmond, $200,000. 
During the past year. the commission 
began proceedings to eliminate grade 
crossings in the Borough of Quéens, 
which will. involve the .expenditure of 
more than $1,000,000 beforé’ they are com- 
pleted, and closed proceediligs for the 
elimination of grade crossings in Rich- 
mond, which represent the expenditure 
of $200,000. Last year the commission 
got the legislature to appropriate $250,000, 
whch was the first sum so appropriated 
in ten years for the elimination of grade 
crossings in Greater New York, except 
that a bad crossing at Van Cortlandt 
Park on the Putnam Division of the 
New York Central was wiped out several 
years ago at a cost of $9,000. 

As showing the necessity of continuing 
this policy, the commission calis atten- 
tion to the deaths of sixty persons in 
three years in grade crossing accidents on 
steam railroads in the lhmits of 
sreater city and the serious injury of 108 
others, 

The report caused comment yeste 
view of the somewhat uncertain situation 
in which the commission finds itself in 
the Legislature, by the fact that the rec- 
oOmmendation for a grace crossing appro- 
reiation is the onlv one that the comiuals 
cnn sees fit to address to that body tor 
action. 

The commission has now on its hands a 
fight in the courts based on the ce! 
its interpretation of the law covering 
issuance of securities in the recor; 
tion of publis service companies 
had been expected that it wouid 
mend legislation defining its 
such conditions No recommen 
however, is contained in the report on 
or any of the other questions that have 
heen at issue from time to time between 
the commission and the corporations over 
which it has supervision. 

The report gives a general résumé of 
the subway development of the last year, 
adding nothing new, however, to the rec- 
ord already published. It states, how- 
ever, that the city’s investment In sub- 
wavs to Dec. 31, 1910, was $65,740,437, of 
which sum $53.788,134 went to construct 
the present Subway of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company. The city’s act- 
ual expenditure on the downtown bridge 
loop subway to date is $8,064,611 unde: 
contracts which call for a total expendi- 
ture of $9,094,606. On the Fourth Avenue, 
line, which involves, under the 
existing contracts, an expenditure of $15,- 
886.381, the contractors have thus far re-

His Estate Said to be Worth $1,000,000 
— Fair to Foes and Faithful to 
Friends, Says ex-Senator Smith. 





Robert Davis, Democratic leader of Hud- 
son County, N. J., died at ‘hig home, 239 
Grove Street, that city, shortly after noon 
yesterday. ° He had been ill for several 
months of cancer of the stomach, and his 
death had been momentarily expected 
since last Saturday.’ His bride of only a 
few days and the other members of his 
family, including his four sons and two 
daughters-in-law, besides a number of po- 
litical friends, were with him. The Rev. 
Fathers Keaney and Wallace of St. Pe- 
ter’s Church and Father Tor Woort of St. 
Mary’s Church gave the last rites of the 
Church and said prayers at his bedside. 

Mr. Davis had been under treatment at 
the German Hospital in this city about 
six weeks ago. On Dec. 23 he paid his last 
visit to the City Hall. On Jan, 3, against 
the wishes of his friends, he married Miss 
Annie Toppin, she being his third wife. 
As soon as his death was announced the 
flags on the City Hall, Jersey City, and 
on the Davis Club House, a political er- 
ganization, named after the leader, were 
half-masted. The funeral will be held 
from St. Peter’s Roman Catholic Church, 
at Grand and Van Vorst Streets, Jersey 


City, on Thursday morning. Interment 
will be in the Hudson County Catholic 
Cemetery. 

lt was said last night that Dr. Davis 
had not made a will since 1895. He had 
married twice since then. His estate is 
said to be valued at $1,000,000. He owned 
seventy-five pieces of real estate in Jer- 
sey City and a large number of valuable 
securities in Jersey City institutions. Mr. 
Davis’s term as City Collector was con- 
current with that of Mayor ‘Wittpenn, 
which will end on Jan. 1, 1912. The Mayor 
will appoint Mr. Davis's successor. 

Robert Davis was born in Carlou, Ire- 
land, on March 4, 1848, and was one of 
eleven children. His father wags William 
Davis and his mother Eliza Kinling. 

In 1876 he married Margaret O’Rourke, 
the sister of a Tammany politician, and 
they had six children—William J., Rob- 
ert, Jr., George E., Joseph, Charles, and 
Elizabeth, the two latter dying in itifancy. 
Mrs. Davis died in 1895, and in 1908 Da- 
vis married Mary E. Dugan. One son, 
Hugh, was born. His third wife, whom 
he married on Jan. 3, 1911, was Miss Top- 
pin, a sister of Police Capt. Nicholas 
Toppin of Jersey City. 

r. Davis. became a member of a dis- 
trict election board when he was twenty 
years old and was serving as such when 
he cast his first vote. He served on vari- 
ous district boards until 1876, and in those 
years gathered an inside knowledge that 
made him familiar with politics. Fou 
vears after his first appearance in poli- 
tics he became a member of the Hudson 
County Democratic Committee and stayed 
a member either as a worker or its di- 
rector for the rest of his life. 

He first becameactive in politics in 
1883 when he ran for Fire Commissioner 
of Jersey City and was defeated by John 
Brennan. In 1885 he was elected Alder- 
man and was re-elected in the following 
vear. In 1887 he was elected Sheriff after 
a bitter fight over David W. Lawrence, 
the Republican, and Cornelius J. L. Cro- 
nan, the Independent Democratic candi- 
date. He served a three-year term, and 
in 1891 was appointed Police Judge by the 
late Gov. Leon Abbett. 

In 1895 he was appointed Warden of the 
Hudson County Jail by the Hudson Coun- 
ty Board of Freeholders and served un- 
cer Sheriff John McPhi'lips. His official 
title then was Jailer. It was a big 0b, 
one of the political plums of Jersey City, 
and it did much to build up Davis’s power 
as a politician. 

It was about 1890 that Davis became 
the out-and-out leader of the Democratic 
Party in Hudson County. At that time 
Dennis McLaughlin was in control] of 
Democratic affairs there, but when his 
candidate for Mayor, the late Congress- 
man Allan lL. McDermott, was defeated 
and Col. Toffey was elected Sheriff over 
Edward Stanton, McLaughlin’s power 
dwindled and Davis took up the reins. 
Since then he had been in undisputed 
power. Both were lieutenants of William 
McAvoy, the old-time leader of Hudson 
County. 

Tn 1882, when Magistrate Willlam Mcec- 
Adoo of New York, the former Police 
Commissioner, was elected to Congress 
from Hudson County, Davis was one of 
those who helped along his election from 
his district. Without the support of Da- 
vis Mr. McAGoo could not have been nom- 
inated. Mr. McAdoo served three terms 
as a Representative from New Jersey, and 
was then made Assistant Secretary of 
War. 

Davis had been credited with being the 
man who actually picked President Wood- 
row Wilson of Princeton for the Guberna- 
torial candidate of New Jersey last Fall. 


Willlam Whiting. 


HOLYOKE, Mass., Jan. 9.—Former Con- 
gressman William Whiting, 69 years old, 
died of Brights disease to-night. Mr. 
Whiting was probably the largest inde- 
pendent manufacturer of writing paper in 
the United States. 

Mr. Whiting was born fn Dudley and 
came to Holyoke as bookkeeper for the 
Parsons Paper Company. He became 
traveling salesman for the company and 
in:1865 organized the Whiting Paper Com- 
pany. When the American Whiting Paper 
Company was organized in 1900, Mr. 
Whiting was urged to enter the combine 
and was offered the presidency of the 
merger. Mr. Whiting decided to remain 
in the independent rank. 

Mr. Whiting was elected successively 
State Senator, City Treasurer, Mayor and 
Congressman. He was delegate to several 
Republican National Conventions. Mr. 
Whiting was director in several banking 
institutions and a former President of the 
Connecticut River Aailroad. He built the 
first representative theatre in Holyoke. 
He was a liberal contributor to charity. 








Joseph P. Beach. 
CHESHIRE, Conn., Jan. 9.—Joseph P. 
Beach, son of the late Moses Yale Beach, 


one of the founders of The New York 
Sun, died at his home here last night, at 
the age of 82. [In the course of an active 
life Mr. Beach was connected with The 
Sun and with The Scientific American, 
his nephew, tSanley Y. Beach of Strat- 
ford, being an editor of the latter publica- 
tion. Mr. Beach also went to the Pacific 
Coast in the gold rush of 1849. He re- 
tired from active business circless in 18638, 
coming here to reside. One son and thrte 
daughters survive him.

Col. Astor and W. K. Vanderbilt, 
dr., Among Notables Present— 
Crowd Interested in Exhibits. 
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Another record-breaking crowd thronged 
Madison Squsre Garden yesterday, which 
was the first full day of the eleventh an- 
nual National Automobile Show. the 
visitors began to pour into,the building as 
soon as tie doors were opened at 14 
o'clock in the morning, and last night 
the aisles were .filled with’ interested 
searchers for new ideas in motor cars and 
accessories. On2 of the most siriking 
features was the unusual number of vis- 
itors before evening. Both morning and 
afternoon the men at all the exhibits were 
kept busy ‘answering questions. The in- 
as it 


/ was largely technical. 
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Many persons of prominence in the 
social world were in attendance through- 
out the day. Col. John Jacob Astor was 
one of the earliest visitors. He did not 
remain long, but remarked on leaving 
that he would pay the show another visit 
to take a more careful look at the cars. 
Vineent Astor, the son of Col. Astor, 
made a long stay. He was accompanied 
by I. Townsend Burden and William K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr. 

Another interested visitor was John E. 
Roosevelt, who has kept in close touch 
with automobiling since the earliest of the 
Selden days. His comment was, “ What 
strikes me first about the show is the 
impression tnat there is a high standard- 
ization of the cars. I see comparatively 
few novelties. I think this shows that 
the days of experiments are ever, and 
that we are getting down to the real au- 
tomobile after many years of experiment- 
ation.”’

The brass railing that surrounds the 
ivory-white enamelled chassis of the new 
Hudson “33” is kept well polished by 
the coat sleeves of the nundreds of vis- 
itors who stop at the exhibit of, the 
Hudson Mctor Car Company,on the main 
floor. The simplicity of Howard KE. 
Coffin’s latest creation, with its enclosed 
valves, accessible parts and clean-cut 
lines, appeals with especial force to the 
men who appreciate advancement in 
motor car construction. 

The close resemblance of the Hudson 
car to European designs was often re- 
marked during the day by the great num- 
ber of automobile engineers who inspect- 
ed the chassis. Since Mr. Coffin is Pres- 
ident of the Society of Automobile -En- 
gineers, his colleagues in that organiza- 
tion have been keenly interested in what 
has been termed the Coffin masterpiece. 

The chassis, set off in its striking colors 
of ivory-white with maroon trimmings, 
has aroused many favorable—ecomments 
for its simplicity, beauty of line and 
adoption of the most advanced ideas mak- 
ine tor mechanical perfection.

BANKING STEPS APPROVED 





Sentiment In. Financlal Community 
Helped by Prompt and Effective 


Relief Measures. 





Any uneasiness which may have existed 
in the financial district after the close 
of business on Saturday in connection with 
the closing of the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany was removed by the prompt and 
excellent work of the leading bankers 
of the city on Sunday, Owing to certain 
operations conducted in the stock of other 
banking concerns by ®& group of Directors 
of the Carnegie Trust Company there 
had been established relations which’ it 
was felt might be misunderstood by de- 
positors in these other institutions, and 
it was, therefore, highly desirable that 
their standing should be placed beyond 
suspicion. This was done by the concen- 
tration of control of these concerns in the 
hands of powerful banking interests, and 
with the opening of business yesterday 
évery preparation had been made to care 
for withdrawals on the part of disturbed 


are, of course, the Madison Trust Com- 
pany, the Twelfth Ward Bank, and the 
Nineteenth Ward Bank. At no _ time 
weak, save through the affiliations hith- 
erto existing, these institutions are now 
Strong beyond peradventure. While the 
thoughts of people will naturally ran back 
to 1907, existing conditions really find 
no parallel in that period, as a very little 
consideration must show. As a whole the 
banking position is exceptionally sound 
and no further disturbance may be ex- 
pected.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Freight Rate Arxument Begun. 


The effort of the railroads to obtain 
from the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion authority to increase freight rates 
entered upon its last stage yesterday with 
the hearing of arguments. The commis- 
sion has promised a speedy decision, and 
the financial district is awaiting it with 
anxiety. Briefs have been filed by coun- 
sel for shippers and also by counsel for 
the railroads. The coming decision is re- 
garded as specially important in view of 
the fact that the Western railroads have 
stated frankly that the rate increases for 
which they are now asking are only a be- 
ginning, and that if the commission grants 
these increases further increases will be 
contemplated, This is one reason why 
the shippers are particularly anxious to 
have the present proposed increases de- 
nied. jj . 





Bank Meetings Te-day. 


The National banks of this city under 
the provisions of the National Bank act 
will hold their annual meetings of stock- 
holders to-day for the election of Di- 
rectors, and some of them will also hold 
Directors’ meetings for the election of 
officers. So far as is expected in the 
financial district, few if any important 
changes will result from to-day’s meet- 
ings. There are some vacancies to fill, in- 
cludir g a few among the officers of some 
of tle National banks, but not all the 
official posts which are awaiting new 
men- will necessarily be filled at this 
time. No successor has yet been chosen 
as Vice President of the First National 
Bank to Thomas W. Lamont, who on 
Jan. 1 entered the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and this is one of the important 
posts among the Wall Street banks which 
may be filled following the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders. 


City Bond Trading. 


The broadening market on the Stock 
Exchange for New York City bonds has 
been one of the interesting features of the 
expansion in bond market trading since 
the beginning of the year. Increased in- 
terest in the market for these issues is 
now aroused by the announcement of the 
proposed issue within a month of §$60,- 
000,000 of New York City bonds. There 
was a fair amount of activity yesterday 
in the several issues of city bonds listed 
on the Exchange, particularly in the 4 
per cents. maturing in 1959. The move- 
ments in the several issues were irreg- 
ular, some closing below the opening 
prices and others selling higher in the 
afternoon than they had in the morning. 
The range in the 4s of 1959, the most ac- 
tive of these issues, was from 99% down 
to 99%, with the last sale at 99%.

Copper Curtailment. 


Ever since early in the Fall sellers of 
copper have been apologizing for the 
failure of the curtailment at the mines 
to show up in the monthly statistics of 
production, The international agreement 
to cut down the output of ore was entered 
into in June, and consumers were then 
told that by September they would find 
copper getting scarce. When the Sep- 
tember figures were published they did 
show a decrease of some 8,000,000 pounds 
in the output of the refineries, but the 
very next month production increased 
again nearly 7,000,000 pounds. In Novem- 
ber there was a decline of about 7,000,000 
pounds, which left the output practically 
even with that of September, but it was 
explained that it would only need one 
month more for the effect of curtailment 
at the mines to show fully in the produc- 
ers’ figures. Yesterday’s publication of 
the December statistics with an increase 
of nearly 4,000,000 in output during the 
month was a reversal of what the trade 
had been led to expect, and for this reason 
the reduction of more than 8,000,000 
pounds in stocks was received with less 
satisfaction, particularly since the de- 
crease was entirely due to a large in- 
creas® in exports of copper. Former 
Senator William A, Clark commented ves- 
terday on the surprise he and others of 
the producers felt at the failure of pro- 
duction to show a decrease. He said 
that the increase must have come from 
the porphyry producers. The natural con- 
clusion, he said, is that refineries stocks 
of ore made the apparent fncrease, and 
these must, by this time, be greatly re- 
duced.

In point of picturesgeness the suffrag- 
ists carried the day. They had speakers 
by the cozen, vatiners of yellow and pur- 
ple and green, and pretty girls to carry 
them. They had thousands of yellow 
handbills, two speaking places, one at 
Broadway on one side of the theatre, and 
the other at Sixth Avenue, on the other 
side, The people with the yellow hand- 
bills walking between the two places, and 
the girls and their banners’ made a con- 
tinuous gay chain the full length of the 
biock. on 

It did not reflect upon the anti-suf- 
tragists that things had a less festive ap- 
pearance inside. Those who were in a 
position to know _said there were more 
suffragists than anti-suffragists at the in- 
door meeting. The avoplause, sometimes 
suifrage and sometimes anti-suffrage, in- 
dicated this even if one had not seen 
many of the prominent suffrage leaders 
there. The lights were turned so low 
that even at the close of the meeting it 
was aifficult to recognize the women. 

Bven Mrs. Annie Nathan Meyer, who 
presided, wearing ,a pretty street suit, 
and sittme domestically with her back to 
an oid-time Martha Washington work 
table, could not bring much relief. Miss 
jJuucy Anthony, who tried to brighten up 
matters oy sending a shower of yellow 
anti-Barry handbills down from the bal- 
cony, nad no results. 

Mr. Barry told the audience inside the 
theatre how the vote for women had 
worked in the States. where it had been 
given them. His remarks were not com- 
plimentary. 

The biggest of the yellow fliers, which 
decorated Forty-fifth Street yesterday, 
were headed, ‘‘ The Truth About Richard 
Barry.” These were the circulars that 
Miss Anthony dropped from the balcony 
of the theatre inside and which Miss Inez 
Milholland, who stood outside the door 
after the meeting, gave to every one who 
had been there. Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, 
who also attended the meeting, did more 
than give out circulars. She expressed 
her indignation vehemently in the vesti- 
hule of the theatre. 
~ “Tf there had been a Western man there 
who had a drop of blood in his veins he 
would have put that man out,”’ she said. 
-“J am a Southern woman, but my blood 
boiled. And those miserable women sat 
there while that man insulted them and 
laushed.’’ 

When Mr. Barry came out of the the- 
atre he was escorted by a small proces- 
sien with waving banners while he en- 
meee his carriage and was driven swiftly 

ray. 

ere was very little in Mr. Barry's re- 
marks that he had not previously written. 
He received a round of suffrage applause 
when referring to a woman attorney 
in Colorado who, he said, had told him 
that the franchise had not helped her in 
her profession. She was a suffragist, he 
said—‘‘ one of the Quakers. who were the 
first woman suffragists.’’ Dr. Anna How- 
ard Shaw, sitting in a front seat, clapped 
at that, and there was @ general round of 
suffrage applause. 

Another story he told fw tigre 
pleased the anti-suffragists. This was of 
the one woman in the Colorado Legis- 
jature last year, who had certain votes on 
an eight hour day for women promised 
her in return for her vote on an osteop- 
athy bill. Receiving a bitter letter from 
an osteopathy opponent the day the mat- 
ter came up, she changed her mind and 
her vote immediately, and lost the wo- 
man's bill. 

“IT didn't print that in the magazine 
article,”’ said Mr. Barry, ‘‘ because the 
editor said that every woman who read it 
would say that she had done just right.” 

Mr. Barry said there were three biHs 
which women had put through in Coi- 
orado. The first one would send to prison 
for six months a woman wearing a hat 
in a theatre; another for the prevention 
of the killing of doves in August, and the 
third for raising the age of consent to 18. 
This being repealed for several reasons, 
he said, the women gave no more thought 
to the welfare of women, 

Outside with the suffragists things were 
lively from start to finish. Mrs. John 
Winters Brannan had charge of the meet- 
ing at the Broadway end of Forty-fifth 
Street. Standing in the street on a small 
box was Mrs Charles Beard, who said: 

“While that comedy ts going On inside 
we will tell you the real truth out here.’

‘‘It was not until after Ba had 
written a previous magazine article that 
was shown to be untrue that this editor 
wrote him, saving: ‘ You are the man for 
me. I want you to go to Colorado and 
write up the women and the ballot.’ 

“The self-respecting women of Denver 
refused to be interviewed by Mr. Barry. 
He said that he would get even with 
them, and that is what he is doing insida 
the theatre now. 

The most effective banner of the Suf- 
fragists was in black and white, and was 
written and carried by Miss Martha 
Gruening of Philadelphia, alternating 
with her sister. Miss Gruening is the 
wealthy young woman who was arrested 
for picketing in the’ shirtwaist strike in 
Philadelphia. On the banner was this in- 
scription: 

“The Truth About Colorado. We Will 
Tell It at a Suffrage Meeting While Rich- 
ard Barry Tells the Opposite in the The- 
atre.”’ 

Mrs. Arthur Townsend, Miss Harriet 
May Mills, the State Suffrage President: 
Miss L. L. Dock, Miss Alberta Hi!l, and 
Miss Ida Craft were among the outdoor 
speakers. Miss Mary V. Donnelly, head 
of Mrs. Belmont’s Fourteenth Assembly 
District Club, standing in the front of the 
theatre, was ordered away by the uni- 
formed theatre doorman. 

**Ar-r-rest me!’’ cried Miss Donnelly, 
trilling her Irish r’s. “I am an American 
citizen.”’ No arrests were made.

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VACCINATION LAW 
DEFIED BY PARENTS 


Thorpes Are Teaching Their Two

Threatened Buckshot for 
Vaccinators—His Counsel 
Further Legal Steps. 





The fight against compulsory vaccina- 
tion in the schools, waged on Staten Isl- 
and between the Board of Education and 
Herbert A. Thorpe, a Custom House clerk 
ef Prince’s Bay, 8S. L, ever since Thorpe 
threatened to shoot whoever should vac- 
cinate his two children in Public School 3, 
at Prince's Bay, reached an acute stage 
yesterday. Harry Weinberger, counsel 
for Thorpe, wrote to the Board of Educa- 
tion admitting that his client was violat- 
ing.the compulsory education law in not 
giving his children the equivalent of the 
‘regular school instruction at home, but 
threatening to sue Supt. Maxwell and 
others for malicious persecution and dam- 
¢ges in case the board undertook to pros- 
ecute Thorpe therefor. He said last night 
that he was Boing to sue Supt. Maxwell 
for malicious persecution, anyway, before 
Thursday, owing to two former criminal 
prosecutions of Thorpe by the board un- 
der the compulsory education law, which 
were dismissed in Ahe police court on 
Dec. 16. 

Thorpe’s two oxilaren, 6 and 8 years 
old, were sent home from school by Prin- 
cipal Jennings on Dec. 9, after their father 
had written a note threatening a present 
of buckshot for any one who would vac- 
cinate them. He held that vaccination 
never did any one any good, but that 
buckshot might. 

The Board of Education thereupon pros- 
ecuted Thorpe twice for violation of the 
compulsory education law, but the com- 


plaint was each time dismissed—first ow- 
ing to a technical error in its drawing up 
and next for lack of evidence. On Jan, 4 
the Committee on Elementary Schools re- 
ported to the board that, since the Thorpe 
children seemed to be getting the equiva- 
lent of the public school education from 
their parents at home, the board take no 
further action till Thorpe took some fur- 
ther action. A copy of the report waa 
sent to Thorpe’s counsel. 


Challenge to the Board. 

Yesterday Mr. Weinberger wrote to I. 
J. Palmer, Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation, for the purpose of provoking such 
action, He said: 

**I desire to state, as Mr. Thorpe’s at- 
torney, that his children are not receiving 
as many hours each day as required of 





children of like age in public schools, and 


they are not being taught the exact sub- 
jects studied therein. What action will 
you take, now that you know that this 
is so? Mr. Thorpe will so admit in court, 
and has so admitted in court.”’ 

Mr. Weinberger said later to reporters 








that if the Board of Education took up 
his ‘‘dare’’ and brought further action, 
he would at once file suit against Supt. 


Maxwell and some of the other members 
of the board for malicious persecution 
and damages. 

‘*T shall file such suit by Thursday, 
even if they do not prosecute my client,”’ 
he said, “‘on the basis of the trials to 
which they have already subjected him. 

‘We maintain that it is the duty of the 
Board of Education to provide at least 
one school in each of the five boroughs 
for the children of such parents as are 
in princi me ovposed to vaccination. We 
shall also urge the Legislature to pass 
such a law, and we have already the 
support of the State Board of Fducation 
pledged to us in support of such legis- 
lation. Under the existing law it is im- 
possible for us to compel the Board of 
Education by mandamus proceedings to 
give education to such children-as refuse, 
or whose parents. refuse, to comply with 
the rule of compulsory vaccination in 
schools. 


Both Sides Are Fighting. 

“Both sides, for and against vaccina- 
tion, are waging an active educational 
campaign on Staten Island. The Board 
of Education has several) lecturers in the 
field trying to impress upon the people 
the necessity of vaccination in the 
schools. One such lecturer will hold 
forth at Great Hills to-night, and there 
are more in the other boroughs. The 
Brooklyn Philosophical Society, on the 
other hand, will shortly hold, a meeting 


at which eminent physicians will speak 
against the use of vaccination in schools 
and elsewhere. 

‘““My client, although he preferred to 
withdraw his children from school rather 
than have them vaccinated, feels that 
they are entitled to receive publie educa- 
tion, and that he and his wife cannot 
give them this at home. The children are 
now being instructed as best their parents 
can teach them in elementary subjects, 
with a agrinkins of nature study in the 
fields and woods near their home. Owing 
to their other occupations, however, the 
parents are put to great hardship in im- 

arting even this fragmentary instruc- 
ion.”’
